Amendment to the City Charter to 
establish a Transit Commission to 
regulate routes, schedules and rates of 
all public carriers of persons operat- 
ing within the City of Lansing under 
City franchises. 


Section 817. There is hereby created a 
Transit Commission of three commission- 
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ers, who shall be appointed by the Mayor 
of the City with the advice and consent 
of the City Council, for terms of three 
years. No members of City Government 
or City employees shall be eligible to serve 
on this Commission, The City Clerk shall 
act as secretary at all regular and special 
meetings of the commission and also as 
eustodian of the official records of said 
commission. 


The commissioners shall serve without 
compensation unless it is otherwise deter- 
mined by the City Council upon recom- 
mendation of the Mayor. 


‘It shall be the duty of the commissioners 
to make an official record of the actions 
of said commission which shall be open 
to the inspection of any citizen of the 
City. Said records shall have the same 
validity and effect as usually appertains 
to public records. 


lt shall be the duty of the commission 
to regulate all routes and schedules now 
or hereafter established and establish fair 
and reasonable rates of all public carriers 
of persons operating within the City who 
are not subject solely to the jurisdiction 
of the Michigan Publie Service commission 
and who operate now or hereafter under 
franchises issued pursuant to Chapter 21 
of this charter. 


Upon petition of any carrier of passen- 
gers subject to the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission or upon resolution of the City 
Council, it shall be the duty of the com- 
mission to investigate and adjust the rates 
of the carrier if necessary. The commission 
shall grant a hearing to interested parties, 
pursuant to notices as provided in its 
rules. 


It shall be the duty of the City Council 
to appropriate such sums for the use of 
the Commission as in its judgment shall 
be deemed to be sufficient. 


The commission is authorized to adjust 
the fares to be charged by such carrier of 
passengers, within the City of Lansing 
whenever it shall be necessary to enable 
such carrier to maintain a ratio of total 
operating expenses to gross operating 
revenue of not more than ninety (90%) 
per cent. To establish such ratio the gross 
revenues shall be chargeable with the 
amounts required to create and maintain 
a repair reserve, and a depreciation re- 
serve. All amounts required for operation 
items, including interest on deferred in- 
stallment payments on buses; bank in- 
debtedness or other indebtedness; rental 
on bus equipment; all taxes; and all items 
properly chargeable to the carrier’s gross 
revenues not specifically mentioned shall 
nevertheless be charged to gross revenue. 


The commission shall have the power to 
promulgate rules and regulations to effect- 
uate the provisions of this Section. 


The Mayor shall, at the first council 
meeting after this amendment becomes 
effective, appoint, with the advice and con-

sent of the council, one commissioner for 
the full term of three years, one commis- 
sioner for a term of two years, and one 
commissioner for the term of one year, 
and thereafter the appointment shall be 
made for three year terms, except to fill 
vacancies occurring prior to the expira- 
tion of a commissioner’s term. The Mayor 
shall name annually one of the members 
of the commission chairman,

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MAYOR’S MESSAGE—1951 


Each new year of civic endeavor is 
approached with some degree of satisfac- 
tion for the past year’s accomplishments 
and a hope for the opportunity to provide 
an equal or greater improvement in public 
service and facilities during the year 
ahead. 


Our Public Service Department experi- 
enced a busy time last year. A major 
portion of the new disposal plant was 
constructed at an expenditure of slightly 
Jess than one million dollars. Approxi- 
mately 414 miles of new sewers were 
constructed, ten miles of new curb and 
gutter, five miles of sidewalk and 31% miles 
of new black top pavement completed. 
Much badly needed street resurfacing and 
repair was also done. The approaches to 
the new Main Street bridge were com- 
pleted. Much work was done on the gravel 
streets and sewers in the newly annexed 
area. During this year work is continu- 
ing to complete the Disposal Plant. If 
conditions permit the street work program 
should be greater than last year. The 
sidewalk program needs to be stepped up. 
Street widening for this year should in- 
clude Mt. Hope from Washington to 
Cedar, West Saginaw from Logan to the 
Railroad and the remaining unwidened 
portion of South Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Work will soon be started on the Cedar 
Street grade separation. This project will 
cost about 114 million dollars. This pro- 
ject being cn a trunk line highway, the 
cost is shared with State and Federal 
funds. Funds for our share have been 
raised, 


Immediate study should be given toward 
determining the location of the next grade 
separation which will be of most benefit 
to our people. Some thought has been ad- 
vanced that the continuation of East 
Ottawa Street would greatly help the 
downtown traffic situation. Other sugges- 
tions have mentioned Saginaw Street and 
Shiawassee Street. Right of way on down- 
town dead-end streets should be deter- 
mined and future plans made, 


The East side relief sewer should be 
completed this year, and there will be 
need for several miles of small drains in 
other areas. Six new platted areas were 
approved last year and several more are 
scheduled to be approved this year. 


Lansing’s municipal owned utilities have 
experienced substantial growth during the 
past year. To meet the increased demand 
the water department has drilled six aew 
wells and installed 314 miles of new water 
mains. 


The electrical department has increased 
its sub-station facilities to meet the grow- 
ing electric load at Oldsmobile, Fisher 
Body, Motor Wheel, Reo and other indus- 
trial plants, and has made extensions to 
take care of the growing residential and 
commercial load. 


The Ottawa Street power plant has been 
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substantially completed so that the new 
25,000 K W turbine and two new boilers 
will be in operation before the end of 
this month. 


City steam service has been extended 
tu the new State Journal Building, the 
new bus station, the new Y.M.C.A. build- 
ing, and to the new office building of the 
Auto-Owners Insurance Company. 


Facilities have been acquired to provide 
for stock piling coal, and coal reserves 
are being accumulated at the present time. 
These reserves will take care of approxi- 
mately a 60-day need and will insure un- 
interrupted service to our homes and in- 
dustry in the event of coal shipment delay. 


The Park Department had a very busy 
season last year. Of the 1200 acres of 
land which comprises our park system more 
than half of the river frontage is either 
owned or controlled within the corporate 
city limits. Other river areas include Red 
Cedar Golf Course properties, Grand Woods 
Camp, and Grand River Park lying out- 
side of the City. 


During the past two years the Park 
Department has caught up and improved 
the maintenance of existing park buildings 
and grounds. Major improvements include 
the improvement of the Moores Park 
Swimming Pool, the addition to the stor- 
age garage at Oak Park, the addition of 
a garage to the Quentin Park Building, 
the rebuilding and improvement of the 
Elm Street soft-ball building, improvement 
of the Oak Park greenhouse, and the erec- 
tion of a new building at Sycamore ball 
park, 


New fields are in development at Hunter 
Park, St. Joe Street Park, Sycamore Park 
and Reasoner Park. Six new surfaced 
tennis courts at St. Joseph Park and four 
at Comstock Park were completed. 


Extensive work was done at Evergreen 
Cemetery and the Veterans Memorial Monu- 
ment was dedicated on a fitting plot of 
ground therein. 


The Forestry Department made substan- 
tial gains in the care of more than 35,000 
trees. The Recreation Department had a 
busy year in their wide field of civic ac- 
tivities. 


Last year produced the largest dollar 
volume of building Lansing hag ever ex- 
perienced. Nearly 1800 permits were issued 
which represented $13,300,000 worth of 
new construction. 


Traffic problems are becoming more 
acute each year. Departures from custo- 
mary traffic procedures are inevitable if 
we wish to continue progress. Diversified 
public opinion often exists in the matter 
of traffic regulation. I believe an over-all 
traffic survey would be most helpful toward 
straightening out some of our traffic prob- 
lems. More off-street parking lots are 
needed and those we now have should be 
improved. 
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At the close of this fiscal year’s busi- 
ness the parking meter account will have 
a balance of $100,000. This amount com- 
bined with next year’s anticipated revenue 
of more than $130,000 will do much toward 
purchase and improvement of off-street 
parking lots. 


The Police and Fire Departments materi- 
ally strengthened their organizations dur- 
ing the past year. Additional personnel 
was employed and more favorable working 
conditions was made possible. 


Some progress was made toward pur- 
chasing the remaining properties on the 
site of the proposed Veterans Memorial 
and Civic Center. This should continue 
until all properties are obtained. At the 
present time the outlook toward starting 
construction of a portion of the Civic 
Center is somewhat remote. However, the 
time will come when we can and should, 
in the interest of City improvement, pro- 
ceed with our present plans. 


In previous years I have recommended 
the establishment of a central purchasing 
office for use of our general departments. 
Most large cities in the State do have 
central purchasing offices and I believe 
our City will be more up-to-date in its 
governmental operation by the establish- 
ment of a central purchasing department. 


The Civil Defense program is well under 
wav but it is becoming apparent that it 
will be necessary to accelerate and expand 
its functions. This work should be and for 
the most part will be helpful to our people 
regardless of the world situation. Some 
paid help will be required and some cther 
items of expense will have to be provided 
for. 


We just recently acquired possession of 
the old Y.M.C.A. building. The best pub- 
lie use that can be made of the building 
should be decided by the Council in the 
very near future. 


Since the annexation of new territory 
to the City the several ward areas have 
become very inequitable as regards popu- 
lation, valuation and land area. I recom- 
mend that the Council submit to the peo- 
ple, at the election this coming fall, a 
chartér amendment which will give proper 
adjustment to the several ward boundaries. 


At the present time we have $400,000 in 
the building fund, $600,000 in the unallo- 
cated post war reserve fund and approxi- 
mately $65,000 in the Auditorium Land 
purchase account. In addition to these 
reserve funds the Water and Electric Light 
Department has placed to our credit 
$1,676,000. 


Public work may be impeded this year 
due to material shortage and uncertain 
conditions and it isn’t good policy to 
crowd public work, which can be delayed, 
when the need for labor and materials for 
private enterprise is at its peak. However, 
I anticipate that our departments of gov- 
ernment will have a busy schedule during 
the coming year. 
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I want to thank all members of the 
Council, members of the boards and com- 
missions and employees generally for their 
good support and cooperation in the inter- 
est of good government. I wish also to 
thank the press and radio for their good 
effort in bringing the issues of govern- 
ment and community progress and need 
more close to public attention. 


I am also thankful for the good over-all 
civic cooperation which exists among the 
people in our area and is continually being 
fostered by many civic groups and organ- 
izations for the good of our community.

Section 1. Sections 7, 8, 9 of Article 
III; Section 2 of Article IV; Sections 2 
and 8 of Part A of Article VI; Sections 
1, 3 and subsection (a) of Section 3, Part 
B of Article VI; Section 2 of Part C of 
Article VI; Section 1 of Part F of Article

PART A—Service Retirement Allowance 


Section 2. Service Retirement Allowance. 
Upon retirement from service, a member 
shall receive a service retirement allow- 
ance which shall consist of THE BENE- 
FITS PROVIDED IN PARAGRAPHS (a), 
{b), (ec), AND (d) OF THIS SECTION, 
AND WHICH SHALL BE SUBJECT TO 
THE PROVISIONS OF PARAGRAPH (e) 
OF THIS SECTION. 


(a) Annuity. An annuity which shall 
be the actuarial equivalent of his aceumu- 
lated contributions STANDING TO HIS 
CREDIT IN THE ANNUITY SAVINGS 
FUND, at the time of his retirement; and 


(b) Basie Pension. A basic pension of 
one hundred dollars ($100.00); and 


(ec) Membership Service Pension. A 
membership service pension OF one-one 
hundred thirty-fifth (1/135) of his average 
final compensation MULTIPLIED BY THE 
NUMBER OF YEARS (AND FRACTION 
THEREOF) OF MEMBERSHIP SERVICE 
CREDITED TO HIS SERVICE ACCOUNT; 
and 


(d) Prior Service Pension. A _ prior 
service pension OF two-one hundred thirty- 
fifths (2/185) of his average final compen- 
sation MULTIPLIED BY THE NUMBER 
OF YEARS (AND FRACTION THERE- 
OF) OF PRIOR SERVICE CREDITED 
TO HIS SERVICE ACCOUNT, NOT TO 
EXCEED THIRTY (30) YEARS. 


(e) Limitations. To be eligible to re- 
ceive the pensions provided FOR in para- 
graphs (b), (c), and (d) of this section, 
a member must have TEN (10) OR MORE 
years of service credited to his service 
account, unless he becomes eligible for 
benefits provided for IN Part B of this 
Article. IN NO EVENT SHALL THE 
TOTAL OF THE PENSIONS PROVIDED 
FOR IN PARAGRAPHS (b), (c), and (d) 
OF THIS SECTION, PAYABLE TO A 
MEMBER, EXCEED EIGHTEEN HUN- 
DRED DOLLARS ($1,800.00) PER

Article VI. 
PART A—Service Retirement Allowance. 


Section 3. Deferred Service Retirement 
Allowance. (a) Should any member who 
(1) has fifteen (15) or more years of 
service credited to his service account, and 
(2) has attained age forty-eight (48) years 
separate from the service of the City 
PRIOR TO HIS ATTAINMENT OF AGE 
SIXTY (60) YEARS, for reasons other 
than becoming a beneficiary, he shall re- 
main a member OF THE RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM during the period of his absence 
from City service for the exclusive purpose 
only of receiving a service retirement 
allowance provided for in Section 2, para- 
graphs (a), (b), (c), (d) and (e) OF 
THIS PART A. THE said serviec retire- 
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ment allowance SHALL begin AS OF THE 
DATE HIS WRITTEN APPLICATION 
FOR SAME IS FILED WITH THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES, BUT NOT 
PRIOR TO his attainment of age sixty 
(60) years. In THE event the said mem- 
ber should withdraw all or part of his 
accumulated contributions standing to 
his credit in the Annuity Savings Fund 
he shall thereupon cease to be a member 
AND HE SHALL FORFEIT ALL HIS 
RIGHTS IN AND TO A DEFERRED 
SERVICE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE. 


(b) Should any’ member, who has five 
(5) or more years of service credited to 
his service account, be transferred from 
the payroll of the City to the payroll of 
Ingham County before the date he qualifies 
for a deferred service retirement allowance 
provided for in paragraph (a) of this sec- 
tion, then whenever the sum of his City 
service and his County service equals or 
exceeds fifteen (15) years ON OR after 
his attainment of age forty-eight (48) 
years, he shall become entitled to a service 
retirement allowance computed upon the 
basis of his City service; payment of said 
service retirement allowance to begin AS 
OF THE DATE HIS WRITTEN APPLI- 
CATION FOR SAME IS FILED WITH 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, BUT NOT 
PRIOR TO (1) his attainment of age 
sixty (60) years or (2) his retirement from 
County service, whichever occurs later. 
In THE event he becomes entitled to pen- 
sion benefits under a retirement system 
ADOPTED, or which may be ADOPTED, 
for the employees of Ingham County, his 
service retirement allowance shall be com- 
puted according to the provisions of

he does not become cated to pension

PART B—Aecidental Disability Retirement 
Allowance. 


Section 1. Duty Disability Incurred. 
Subject to the provisions of Part H of 
this Article, upon application of a mem- 
ber, or of the head of his department, a 
member who has become OR BECOMES 
totally AND PERMANENTLY incapaci- 
tated for duty IN THE SERVICE OF THE 
CITY BY REASON OF A PERSONAL 
INJURY OR DISEASE, WHICH THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES FINDS TO HAVE 
OCCURRED as the natural and proximate 
result of CAUSES ARISING OUT OF 
AND IN THE COURSE OF HIS EM- 
PLOYMENT BY THE CITY, shall be re- 
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tired by the Board of Trustees; Provided, 
THAT (1) after a medical examination of 
the said member MADE BY OR UNDER 
THE DIRECTION OF THE MEDICAL 
DIRECTOR, THE MEDICAL DIRECTOR 
CERTIFIES TO THE BOARD OF TRUS- 
TEES THAT THE SAID member is men- 
tally or physically totally incapacitated for 
DUTY IN THE SERVICE OF THE CITY 
AND THAT SUCH INCAPACITY WILL 
PROBABLY BE PERMANENT, AND (2) 
THE REPORT OF THE MEDICAL DI- 
RECTOR IS CONCURRED IN BY THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


Section 8. Duty Disability Benefits— 
Retirement Before Age 60. Upon retire- 
ment for disability, as provided in Section 
1 of this Part B, a member who has not 
attained age sixty (60) shall receive the 
following benefits. 


(a) The disabled member shall receive 
a disability retirement pension of sixty- 
six and two-thirds per cent (66 2/3%) of 
his average final compensation. THE 
SAID DISABILITY PENSION SHALL 
BEGIN AS OF THE DATE OF HIS DIS- 
ABILITY, BUT IN NO CASE MORE 
THAN SIX (6) MONTHS BEFORE THE 
DATE HIS APPLICATION FOR _DIS- 
ABILITY RETIREMENT WAS FILED 
WITH THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES, OR 
THE DATE HIS NAME LAST APPEARED 
ON A CITY PAYROLL WITH PAY, 
WHICHEVER IS LATER, AND SHALL 
CONTINUE TO HIS ATTAINMENT OF 
AGE SIXTY (60) YEARS, OR PRIOR 
RECOVERY; PROVIDED, THAT SUCH 
DISABILITY PENSION (1) SHALL NOT 
EXCEED EIGHTEEN HUNDRED DOL- 
LARS ($1,800.00) PER ANNUM, AND (2) 
SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE PROVI- 
SIONS OF PARTS G AND H OF THIS 
ARTICLE. 


PART C—Ordinary Disability Retirement 
Allowances, 


Section 2. NON-DUTY DISABILITY 
Benefits. Upon retirement for disability 
as provided for in Section 1 of this Part 
C a member shall receive the following 
benefits : 


(a) RETIREMENT After Age 60. Upon 
HIS retirement on or after HIS ATTAIN- 
MENT OF age sixty (60) YEARS, A 
MEMBER shall receive a service retire- 
ment allowance provided FOR in Part A, 
Section 2, of this Article, AND HE SHALL 
HAVE THE RIGHT TO ELECT AN OP- 
TION PROVIDED FOR IN PART’ F OF 
THIS ARTICLE. 


(b) RETIREMENT Prior to Age 60. 
Upon HIS retirement prior to HIS 
ATTAINMENT OF age sixty (60) YEARS, 
A MEMBER shall receive BENEFITS 
PROVIDED IN SUB-PARAGRAPHS (1), 
(2) and (8) OF THIS PARAGRAPH: 


(1) CASH REFUND Annuity. A CASH 
REFUND ANNUITY which shall be the 
actuarial equivalent of his accumulated 
contributions STANDING TO HIS CREDIT 
IN THE ANNUITY SAVINGS FUND at 
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the time of his retirement. IF THE SAID 
DISABILITY BENEFICIARY (RETIRED 
MEMBER) DIES BEFORE THE AGGRE- 
GATE AMOUNT OF THE CASH RE- 
FUND ANNUITY PAYMENTS _ RE- 
CEIVED BY HIM EQUALS OR EXCEEDS 
THE AMOUNT OF HIS ACCUMULATED 
CONTRIBUTIONS STANDING TO HIS 
CREDIT IN THE ANNUITY SAVINGS 
FUND AT THE TIME AF HIS RETIRE- 
MENT, THE REMAINDER SHALL. BE 
PAID TO SUCH PERSON OR PERSONS, 
AS HE SHALL HAVE NOMINATED BY

Upon his death, 
one-half (44) of his reduced retirement 
allowance shall be continued throughout 
the life of and paid to such person as he 
shall have nominated by written designa- 
tion duly executed and filed with the 
Board of Trustees at the time of -his 
retirement.

Gentlemen : 


On December 26 I submitted a letter 
to Mr. Kircher and sent copies to the 
Ordinance Committee in which I called his 
attention to the proposed change in Sec- 
tion 26 of the Zoning Ordinance, and 
my belief that such proposed change would 
violate the statute. I quoted from the 
statute as follows: 


“The legislative body of any city or 
village may provide by ordinance for 
the manner in which such regulations 
and boundaries of districts or zones 
shall be determined and _ enforced, 
or from time to time amended, sup- 
plemented or changed: Provided, how- 
ever, (1) That a publjc hearing shall 
be held before any such regulations 
shall become effective: And _  pro- 
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vided further, (2) That not less than 
15 days’ notice of the time and place 
of such public hearing shall first be 
published in an official paper or a 
paper of general circulation in such 
city or village, and (3) That not 
less than 15 days’ notice of the time 
and place of such public hearing shall 
first be given by registered United 
States mail to each public utility com- 
pany and to each railroad company 
owning or operating any public utility 
or railroad within the districts or 
zones affected, and a hearing be granted 
any person interested at the time 
and place specified. (4) In cities hav- 
ing a population of 25,000 or more 
according to the last federal or state 
census, the legislative body may ap- 
point a commission to recommend in 
the first instance the boundaries of 
districts and appropriate regulations 
to be enforced therein. * * * (5) 
After the ordinance and maps have 
in the first instance been approved 
by the legislative body of a city or 
village, amendments or supplements 
thereto: may be made from time to 
time as above provided, but in case 
a protest against a proposed amend- 
ment, supplement or change he pre- 
sented, duly signed by the owners of 
20 per centum or.more of the front- 
age proposed to be altered, or by 
the owners of 20 per centum or more 
of the frontage immediately in the 
rear thereof, or by the owners of 20 
per centum of the frontage directly 
opposite the frontage proposed to be 
altered, such amendment shall not be 
passed except by the three-fourth (3/4) 
vote of such legislative body.” 


I called Mr. Kircher’s attention to the 
ease of Krajenke Buick Sales vs. Ham- 
trameck City Engineer, 322 Mich. 250 
wherein the City of Hamtramck enacted 
a zoning ordinance without a public hear- 
ing and without printing a public notice 
in a paper of general circulation giving 
plaintiff an opportunity to appear and 
object to its adoption. The city contended 


that the council had general authority and - 


could adopt the ordinance without strictly 
complying with the statute. Section 5.2934. 
The court held: 


“The authority for the enactment 
of the ordinance in the case at bar 
arises by virtue of the statute which . 
refers specifically to city or village 
districts or zones under the housing 
and zoning laws. The ordinance and 
resolution are therefore governed by 
and must fully comply with the man- 
datory proceedings set forth in the 
act. For want of compliance with the 
requirements of the statute * * * the 
ordinance * * * is void.” 


The statute provides for amendments 
describing the persons who may object 
as to location and provides, in the event 
of such objections the legislative body must 
make such change only by a vote of 3/4 
of the members of such body. I do not 
feel it would strengthen the recommenda-

tion of the Commission to have it passed 
unanimously rather than by a mere ma- 
jority as there is no legislative power in 
the Commission but is expressly reserved 
to the Council. 


As was said in the case above cited 
the ordinances and resolution are governed 
by and must fully comply with the manda- 
toy proceedings set forth in the statute. 


It is, therefore, my opinion that Section 
26 should not be adopted.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Kircher, Munyon and Reed, read 
a first and second time by its title, and 
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referred to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to repeal Article 23 of 
an ordinance entitled, ‘‘An ordinance regu- 
lating all matters concerning or pertaining 
to the construction, alteration, repairs or 
additions to, remodeling, use maintenance 
of occupancy of buildings or their parts 
or contents and structures of every nature 
including the storage and use of inflam- 
mable liquids and other readily combustible 
or explosive substances in the City of 
Lansing, Michigan; Providing for con- 
demnation and stoppage of the use there- 
of, and wrecking of the same. Creating 
the offices of Building Commissioner, 
Assistant Building Commissioner, and City 
Electrician, and providing for the office, of 
the Building Department. Repealing all 
former ordinances conflicting therewith” 
being Sections 23.01 to 23.09 inclusive, 
and to adopt a new Article 23. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Sections 23.01 to 23.09, inclusive of 
Article 23 of the ordinance entitled, “An 
ordinance regulating aJl matters concern- 
ing or pertaining to the construction, alter- 
ation, repairs or additions to, remodeling, 
use maintenance or occupancy of buildings 
or their parts or contents and structures 
of every nature including the storage and 
use of inflammable liquids and other read- 
ily combustible or explosive substances in 
the City of Lansing, Michigan; Providing 
for condemnation and stoppage of the 
use thereof, and wrecking of the same. 
Creating the offices of Building Commis- 
sioner, Assistant Building Commissioner, 
and City Electrician, and providing for 
the office of the Building Department. 
Repealing all former ordinances confiict- 
ing therewith” are hereby repealed and a 
new Article 28, Sections 28.01 to 23.19, 
inclusive are hereby adopted. 


Section 23.01. There is hereby created 
a Board of Electrical Examiners composed 
of five (5) members appointed by the 
Mayor with the advice and consent of the 
City Council; one of whom shal] be an 
electrical contractor, one of whom shall 
be an electrical journeyman, one of whom 
shall be a representative of an electrical 
utility, each of such members shall have 
had at least five years of electrical ex- 
perience in the group he represents; 
further, one member shall be a representa- 
tive of a manufacturing industry mploying 
electrical journeymen and the fifth such 
member shall be a resident of the City 
of Lansing. AI] members shall serve for 
a term of three years, except that the 
Mayor shall designate in his appointment 
that two such members shall serve for 
the period of one year, two shall serve 
for a period of two years, and the fifth 
said member shall serve for the period 
of three years. All vacancies thereafter 
to be filled by the Mayor with the advice 
and consent of the Council. The City 
Electftician shall serve as secretary of the 
Board of Electrical Examiners. 
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Section 23.02. The Board is hereby 
empowered, in accordance with Chapter 4 
of the Building Code, to conduct exam- 
inations for persons seeking licenses to 
engage in the business of electrical con- 
tractor, and the installation of electrical 
wiring and equipment and by a majority 
vote of said Board authorize the City Clerk 
to issue such licenses. : 


(a) The Board shall advise the Council 
and the Mayor of the adoption and the 
contents of all rules and regulations pro- 
mulgated by it to safeguard the standards 
of electrical construction within the City 
of Lansing. 


Section 23.08. Any such rule or regula- 
tion adopted by the Board and approved 
by the City Council of the City of Lansing, 
pertaining to electrical construction and 
the use of electrical equipment deemed 
necessary to protect the public safety shall 
be binding upon all persons within the 
City of Lansing after adoption thereof. 


Section 23.04. Examination and License 
Required. 1. No person shall engage in the 
business of or perform the work of install- 
ing, erecting or altering any electrical 
wiring, cable or equipment unless sajd 
person has first obtained a license there- 
for from the City Clerk, except that no 
license shall be required for: 


a. Work performed in or on a single- 
family residence owned and resided 
in by the person performing the 
work. 


b. The manufacture, test or repair of, 
electrical equipment. 


ce. Work involved in the operation of 
signals or the transmission of in- 
telligence operating at not over 50 
volts. 


d. Any work installed by an employee. 
of a public utility specifically ex- 
empted by this ordinance, 


e. Electrical employees of a Class II 
licensee, supervised by a Class A 
Journeyman licensee, for work per- 
formed in or on.property owned by 
said Class II licensee. 


Applications for such licenses shall be 
on forms approved by the Board of Elec- 
trical Examiners. If the Board shall find 
the applicant possessed of the necessary 
qualifications for said work, the City Clerk, 
upon payment of the stated fee, shall issue 
a license authorizing the applicant to en- 
gage in the business of or perform the 
work herein mentioned. 


2. There shall be four classes of elec- 
trical licenses defined as follows: 


Class I, Electrical Contractor’s license, 
which shall entitle the holder thereof to 
engage in the business of erecting, in- 
stalling or maintaining electric wiring and 
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equipment. The licensee must possess a 
Class A registration card or employ not 
less than one Class A journeyman, and 
shall pay a fee of $50.00. 


Class II, Industria] Electrical License, 
which shall entitle the holder thereof to 
engage in the work of altering, installing 
and maintaining electrical wiring and 
equipment on property owned or occupied 
by the holder of such a license, provided 
not less than one Class A journeyman 
licensee is regularly employed as a super- 
visor, and shall pay a fee of $25.00. 


Class A, Electrical Journeyman’s License 
shall entitle the holder thereof to act as 
supervisor for a holder of a Class I or 
Class II license and to perform the work 
of installing electrical wiring and equip- 
ment while in the employ of a Class I or 
Class II licensee, and shall pay a fee of 
$5.00. 


Class B, Electrical Journeyman’s License 
shall entitle the holder thereof to install 
electric wiring and equipment while in the 
employ of a Class I or Class II licensee, 
and shall pay a fee of $1.50. 


Helpers and apprentices may work with- 
out licenses under the direct supervision 
of the holder of a Class A or Class B 
license, and shall register with the City 
Electrician. 


An applicant for a Class A or B license 
shall, upon payment of the proper fee, 
be issued a permit to perform work under 
supervision of a Class A journeyman until 
the next meeting of the Examining Board. 


8. Any person holding a Class I or 
Class II license shall be granted a registra- 
tion card as a Class A journeyman with- 
out additional charge, provided said 
licensee has been first approved as such 
by the Board of Electrical Examiners. 


4, All licenses shall expire on April 30th 
next after their issuance. Provided, such 
license may be renewed without re-exam- 
ination and upon payment of the fees 
herein provided. Provided further, that 
after the expiration of an existing license, 
upon application within 60 days and upon 
the payment of the fees herein provided, 
together with a further payment of 10 
per cent of such fees, but not less than 
$1.00, and upon approval of the Board the 
Clerk may issue a renewal of licenses. 


_. 5. Any person holding an Electrical 
Journeyman’s license issued by a legally 
authorized examining board may install 
wiring and eqjuipment while in the em- 
ploy of the holder of a Class I or Class IT 
license provided such license is first ap- 
proved by the Lansing Board of Electrical 
Examiners. 


Section 23.05. (a) The Board of Elec- 
trical Examiners upon the application of 
any person, in writing, addressed to it, 
stating the name and place of business of 
such applicant, the name and address of 
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representative of the applicant, who will 
act as the supervisor of the work to be 
done under the license, who is the holder 
of an electrical journeyman’s license under 
this ordinance shall be examined by the 
Board of Examiners to determine his 
knowledge of the rules and regulations for 
the installation of electrical wiring and 
to determine his general qualifications and 
fitness for executing the work of an elec- 
trical contractor or industrial electrical 
licensee. 


(b) The Board of Electrical Examiners, 
upon the application of any person, in 
writing, addressed to it, stating his name 
and address shall examine him to determine 
his knowledge of the rules and regulations 
for the installation of electrical wiring, 
his general qualifications and fitness and 
his general knowledge of the National 
Electrical Code of 1947, as amended, and 
adopted by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters; his practical knowledge to 
perform the work of installing electrical 
wiring and equipment. All such examina- 
tions except that of his practical knowl- 
edge shall be in writing, shall be selected 
by the Board conducting the examination 
upon questions selected from the National 
Electrical Code, a complete record of which 
examination shall be kept for three years 
and shall be subject to review by the 
applicant. 


Section 23.06. The National Electrical 
Code for 1947, as amended, and made the 
standard of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, is hereby adopted as a part 
of this ordinance and printed copies, to- 
gether with all amendments thereof, shall 
be kept in the office of the City Clerk of 
the City of Lansing, available for inspec- 
tion by and distributed to the public at 
all times. 


Section 23.07. Permit Required; Appli- 
cation. 1. Except as exempted by this 
ordinance, no person shall install, erect 
or alter any wiring, cable, apparatus, or 
equipment for conducting or using elec- 
trical energy within or on any building, 
structure or premises unless he shall have 
first obtained a permit therefor from the 
City Electrician. 


2. Application for said permit shall be 
made to the City Electrician and shall, 
when required by the City Electrician, 
be accompanied by plans and specifications 
covering work to be performed under the 
permit. No such permit shall be granted 
unless said plans and specifications comply 
with provisions of this ordinance. 


3. If any such application covers work 
to be performed by an unlicensed person 
on any building, structure or premises 
owned by said person, the City Electrician 
may examine such person as to his quali- 
fications and ability to properly perform 
said work. Said permit shall not be 
granted unless the City Electrician finds 
said person qualified and able to perform 
said work properly. 
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4. Work covered by any such permit 
shall be started within six (6) months after 
date of issuance or such permit shall be 
null and void. 


Section 23.08. When Permit Not Re- 
quired. 1. Any person properly licensed 
hereunder who, in the conduct of his busi- 
ness, regularly employs an electrical super- 
visor who has been licensed under this 
ordinance shall. not be required to secure 
permits for maintenance work or for con- 
necting wiring or equipment to properly 
install feeders, panels or busways for 
which permits were secured subsequent 
to the adoption of ths ordinance; provided, 
said feeders are adequate for the equip- 
ment and also provided that said person 
has secured a license therefor and _ the 
work is installed on property owned or 
occupied by them. 


2. No permit shall be required for the 
manufacture, test or repair of electrical 
equipment. 


38. No permit shall be required for the 
placing of distribution wires on the ex- 
terior of buildings or structures, or inside 
transformer vaults, provided such wires 
and equipment are the property of an 
electrical utility company and are installed 
by employees of that company according 
to City rules and regulations, 


4. No permit shall be required for the 
installation, alteration or repair of elec- 
trical equipment for the operation of sig- 
nals or the transmission of intelligence 
supplied from generators, or transformer 
equipment rated at not over 50 volts. 


Section 23.09. Schedule of Fees. 1. 
Before any such permit is granted, the 
applicant therefor shall first pay at the 
office of the Building Department such fee 
as is established for said permit. 


2. The fees to be paid for permits are 
hereby established as follows:

(Where several units are to he

No extra charge shall be made for 
cireuits or devices connected to 
feeders at the time of the original 
installation, when specified on the 
permit, unless the fee as based on 
permit rates in this ordinance for 
circuits and devices shall exceed 
the rate. for the feeder; in which 
case the permit fee shall be com- 
puted according to the number of 
circuits and devices, except that per- 
mit rates for motor circuits in 
industrial plants holding a Class IT 
license shall be based on the size 
of feeders only. 


Section 23.160. Inspection of Work Cov- 
ered by Permit. No person conducting or 
performing work covered by a permit 
required by this chapter shall fail to notify 
the City Electrician when said work has 
been completed nor shall any such person 
conceal said work until it has been in- 
spected and approved by said City Elec- 
trician. If the work is found to be prop- 
erly performed and safe, a Certificate of 
Inspection shall, if requested, be issued. 
The City Electrician shall have the power 
to order any correction of the work which 
he may find necessary to comply with 
this ordinance. 


An additional fee of $2.00 shall be 
charged for re-inspection of faulty work. 


Section 23.11. Correction of Unsafe 
Electrical Work. If any electrical wiring, 
cable, appliance or equipment shall be 
found to be unsafe to life and property, 
the City Electrician shall give written 
notice to the owner or occupant of the 
building, structure or premises upon which 
such unsafe condition was found, to cor- 
rect same within a time deemed reason- 
able by said City Electrician but not ex- 
eéeding thirty (30) days from date of 
written notice. Jf correction is not made, 
the utility company supplying currents 
shall discontinue same upon receipt of 
written request from the City Electrician. 


Section 28.12. Current Supply. It shall 
be unlawful for any power company or 
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person furnishing current to make connec- 
tion to and furnish current to any new 
or altered installation of electrical wiring, 
eable, appliance or equipment until said 
company or person is given permission to 
do so by the City Electrician. Said City 
Electrician is hereby empowered to order 
the discontinuance of any electrical service 
to any unsafe wiring, cable, appliance or 
equipment. 


Section 23.13. Service Entrance Conduc- 
tors. 1. Service contact, unless under- 
ground, shall be at the highest point of 
the elevation on the service side of the 
building for residential property of not 
over four (4) apartments and not less 
than eighteen (18) feet above grade line 
for commercial property, or to the highest 
point of the building, but in no case less 
than 14 feet above grade line. In con- 
troversial cases the City Electrician shall 
locate the point of contact. 


2. Service wires installed underground 
shall be enclosed in threaded galvanized 
conduit duct or tile, except wire approved 
for direct burial. 


8. Service wires with a capacity of 100 
amperes and larger shall have an approved 
insulating covering on each wire. 


4, Service conductors for commercial 
and industrial establishments supplying 
electric lighting shall be installed to the 
full capacity of the service equipment up 
to 100 amperes. 


5. Service wires in No. 1 Fire District 
shall be englosed in rigid threaded gal- 
vanized metal conduit. 


6. Metered service conductors from 
separate meters shall be in separate en- 
closures from the meter to service switch. 


7. Service conductors shall have a rated 
carrying capacity equal to or exceeding 
the rating of the main fuse or setting of 
the circuit breaker. Service conductors 
supplying installations where main over- 
current protection is not installed, shall 
have a rated carrying capacity equal to 
the sum of the rating of the fuses or cir- 
cuit breakers serving in lieu of the main 
over-current protection, except that, where 
the computed size of the main service 
feeder exceeds #6, a diversity factor of 
15% for commercial and industrial occu~- 
pancies and 30% for residential occupancies 
may be applied and deducted from the 
computed size of each unit in computing 
the size of the main service entrance con- 
ductor. When the number of units ex- 
ceed two, an additional 2% may be de- 
ducted for each unit added. Service 
conductors computed on this basis must be 
installed in heavy wall threaded conduit 
or an approved busbar assembly, Each 
service conductor shall have a rated carry- 
ing capacity of not less than the load 
required for the occupancy according to 
established standards. 


8. Multiple conductors shall not be 
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connected to the load side of meter 
sequence boxes, receptacles or metering 
transformers in cabinets. Approved junc- 
tion boxes shall be installed for that pur- 
pose. 


Section 23.14. Service Equipment. 1. 
Service equipment shall be within four 
(4) feet of the entrance of the service 
conductors to the building except by spe- 
cial permission of the City Electrician. 


2. Service equipment shall be readily 
accessible and in plain sight. Bedrooms, 
toilets, closets, fruit cellars, etc., are not 
considered readily accessible. 


8. Service equipment of 100 amperes or 
less capacity shall be of a type having 
fuses accessible without exposure to live 
parts, or a circuit breaker. 


4, When more than 100 amperes capaci- 
ty, service equipment shall be of type 
that prevents access to live parts when 
the switch is closed. 


5. Disconnecting means for service equip- 
ment rated at more than 60 amps. shall 
be of a type that can be operated ex- 
ternally by means of a handle without 
removing any part of the switch. 


6. A single set of over-current pro- 
tective devices and disconnecting means 
shall be installed for each single set of 
service entrance conductors, except that: 


a, Where the installation of a single 
set of disconnecting means and _ over- 
current protective devices would require 
a unit having a rated carrying capacity 
greater than 400 amps., the main dis- 
connecting means and over-current protec- 
tion may consist of not more than six 
units of a type approved as service equip- 
ment installed at the point of entrance, 
for each class of service, for the purpose 
of protecting sub-feeders supplying separ- 
ate sections of the installation. Connec- 
tions to the main feeders must be in 
junction boxes, wireways or busbar 
assemblies, approved for the purpose. Each 
unit must be plainly marked to designate 
its use. Where cable connectors are used 
they must be of a type permiting the 
connection of each sub-feeder separately. 


b. For multiple occupancies the main 
disconnecting means and over-current pro- 
tective devices may consist of a single set 
for each occupancy, provided this number 
does not exceed six, that they are grouped 
at the point of entrance and_ suitably 
or a to designate the occupancy sup- 
plied. 


ec. For single family dwelling places the 
main disconnecting means and over-current 
protective devices may consist of six sep- 
arately switched circuits protected with 
fuses or circuit breakers in one enclosure. 


7. Where more than two meters or 
service switches are installed they shall 
be suitably marked to designate the oc- 
cupancy supplied. 
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Section 23. 15. Service Ground Conduc- 
tors. 1. Service ground conductors shall 
connect to the supply side of the water 
meter and main valve or to the point 
where the water extension enters the build- 
ing, and except when enclosed in conduit 
shall not be smaller than #6. The ground- 
ing electrode in buildings not connected 
with a water main shall be approved 
ground rods. 


2. Where a transformer is installed to 
supply a particular installation, the service, 
or system ground wire, may be installed 
according to special recommendations of 
the City Electrician, 


Section 23.16. Commercial Buildings. 
1. Convenience outlets in commercial and 
industrial establishments, also in dentists’ 
and doctors’ offices, shall be rated at not 
less than five (5) amps. per outlet. For 
all commercial garages they shall be of the 
three (8) prong polarized type with one 
pole grounded. 


2. Fifteen (15) ampere branch circuits 
for theater, outline or outdoor sign lighting 
shall not exceed 1320 watts and not more 
than thirty-two (82) outlets. 


3. Fixtures having exposed wiring pol 
not be allowed in show windows. 


4. Each new store facing on a public 
street shall be wired for a sign outlet in 
front of the store, this outlet to be fed 
with not less than one three-quarter (%4) 
inch conduit. 


5. The minimum size conduit for con- 
cealed wiring from distribution panel to 
first outlet in commercial establishments 
shall be a three-quarter (%) inch. 


6. Receptacle outlets in beauty shops 
shall be supplied with not less than No. 
12 wire, twenty (20) amp. three (8) pole 
receptacle, one (1) per circuit for per- 
manent wave machines and not over two 
(2) per circuit for dryers. Hach machine 
shall be grounded with a three (8) wire 
cord. 


7. Portable neon signs shall be con- 
nected with a three (3) wire cord terminat- 
ing in a three (8) prong plug and a three 
(3) pole grounded receptacle. Transformers 
must be grounded. 


8 Gasoline stations shall be wired in 
metal raceways; a separate three-quarter 
(%) inch conduit shall be run from inside 
the station to each gasoline pump. 


9. Lighting for electric signs shall 
be wired on separate circuits from inside 
lighting outlets. 


Section 23.17. Wiring in Fire District 
No. 1 and 2. All electric wiring installed 
within or on any building in Fire District 
No. 1 or 2, except for telephone and tele- 
graph ‘systems and utility company lines, 
having a potential difference of more than 
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thirty (30) volts between conductors shall 
be installed in rigid conduit or metal race- 
ways. Armored cable may be used for 
removable store fixtures and by special per- 
mission for additions to existing installa- 
tions or in one or two family dwellings. 


Section 23.18. General Wiring. 1. Re- 
cessed fixtures, having a capacity of more 
than sixty (60) watts, embedded in the 
walls or ceilings of buildings shall be 
separated from combustible material by 
an air space of one-half (14) inch or by 
one-eighth (14) inch asbestos. Wire used 
imside the fixtures shall be approved for 
use up to temperatures of one hundred 
ninety (190) degrees fahrenheit. The cir- 
cuit wiring shall pass through specially 
constructed wiring channels or through 
junction boxes placed at least one (1) 
foot from the fixtures. 


2. When additions or alterations are 
made to existing wiring installations the 
service and supply wires shall be made 
adequate to supply the added load. 


8. Buildings laid out for two (2) or 
more family apartments shall have eac 
set of apartments separately wired to the 
distribution panel. 


4. Fuse panels shall be of a type having 
no live parts exposed when the door of 
the panel is open. 


5. Exposed wiring less than seven (1) 
feet from any floor shall be enclosed in 
metal raceways. 


6. Wooden raceways shall not be used 
for electric light or power wiring. 


7. Electric light and power wiring run 
underground shall be enclosed in rigid con- 
duit with threaded connections or shall be 
in the form of a cable approved for the 
purpose. 


8. Where conduit is used for wiring in 
places subject to moisture it shall be in- 
stalled in accordance with the National 
Electrical Code for lead covered conductors, 
except that not over four (4} No. 12 ap- 
proved rubber covered wires may be_in- 
stalled in one three-quarter (34) inch 
conduit. 


9. Electric light and power wiring 
embedded in concrete or masonry shall be 
enclosed in rigid metal conduit with 
threaded connections or in raceways ap- 
proved by the City Electrician for the 
particular purposes or installation used. 


10. Light outlets in kitchens and toilet 
rooms shall be controlled by one or more 
wall switches. 


11. Plug receptacle outlets for motorized 
appliances in basements and in rooms 
having cement floors in direct contact with 
the earth, and for such portable appliances 
that require grounding, shall be of the 
three (3) wire polarized type with one 
(1) contact connected to ground. is 
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12. Plug receptacle outlets in kitchens, 
dining rooms and bathrooms shall be wired 
independently of lighting outlets. At least 
one (1) 500 watt receptacle outlet shall 
be installed in each residental bathroom 
and basement. Receptacle in bathroom to 
be not less than five (5) feet from floor. 


18. Motors on furnace equipment shall 
be controlled by externally operable 
switches and wired independently of light- 
ing circuits. All furnace and boiler equip- 
ment shall be adequately protected by 
low-water cut-off and limit controls. 


14. Circuit wiring in basements shall 
be approved metallic raceway systems or 
metallic eable. Service cable (type SE-A) 
may be used through residential basements 
for electric ranges. 


15. Ceiling outlet boxes for concealed 
wiring shall be at least four (4) inches 
by one and one-half (144) inches deep 
except where the installation of such a 
box will injure the mechanica] strength 
or structure of the building. Wiring 
peenugh open joists will be considered con- 
cealed. 


16. Cables containing electric wires for 
light and power purposes, with no ex- 
terior metal covering shall be fastened 
with approved straps or staples that will 
not injure the cable. 


17. Chain pull sockets shall not be used 
where the uninsulated part of the chain 
is less than seven (7) feet from a cement 
floor or grounded object.” 


_ 18 Multiple wire branch circuits for 
lighting purposes shall be distinguished by 
different colers. Wires of the same color 
must connect to the same ungrounded con- 
ductors. 


19. All splices for concealed wiring 
shall be made in approved boxes. 


20. Wire smaller than No. 8 shall not 
be used for sub-feeders. All sub-feeders 
shall be installed in approved armored 
eable or conduit. , 


21. Wires in attics of more than two 
(2) feet in height shall be protected with 
guard strips or bored through joists. 


22. All joints or splices on concealed 
wiring must be made up and soldered 
before inspection. At each lighting outlet 
wires at least six (6) inches long must 
be left for fixture connections. 


23. All electrical equipment for resi- 
dential property and for public halls, 
schools and meeting places shall be dead 
front type. 


24, No open bus conductors shall be 
installed except with written permission 
from the authority enforcing this ordi- 
nance. 


Section 23.19. Over-current Protection. 
1. Automatically controlled motors and 
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motors out of sight of the operator, rated 


at 4% H.P. or more, shall be provided with 
over-current protective devices rated in 
amperes at not more than 140 per cent of 
the nameplate rating of the motor. This 
over-current protection shall be thermal 
relays, thermal cutouts or fuses, of a type 
the holders for which are so arranged that 
a larger fuse cannot be inserted, readily 
accessible and in addition to any that may 
be an inherent part of the motor. 


2. Cireuits supplying medium base fix- 
tures shall be known as 15 ampere circuits. 
The over-current devices installed to pro- 
tect such circuits shall be circuit breakers 
or fuses rated at not more than 15 am- 
peres. 


8. Where more than 4 circuits are con- 
nected to a distribution panel they shall 
be suitably marked so the load served may 
be readily distinguished. Where motors and 
lights are supplied from the same distribu- 
tion panel, the circuits supplying the mo- 
tors shall be suitably marked with the 
correct size fuse and the size of the motors 
supplied.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


That the Council by three-fifths vote 
of its members elect, proposes that Section 
317 of Chapter 21 of the City Charter 
be amended to read as follows: 


Section 317. There is hereby created a 
Transit Commission of three commission- 
ers, who shall be appointed by the Mayor 
of the City with the advice and consent 
of the City Council, for terms of three 
years. No member of City Government or 
City employees or any officer or employee 
of any transportation system shall be 
eligible to serve on this Commission. The 
City Clerk shall act as secretary at all 
regular and special meetings of the Com- 
mission and also as custodian of the offi- 
eial records of said Commission. 


The Commissioners shall serve without 
compensation unless it is otherwise deter- 
mined by the City Council upon recom- 
mendation of the Mayor. 


It shall be the duty of the Commission- 
ers to make an official record of the 
actions of said Commission which shall 
be open to the inspection of any citizen 
of the City. Said records shall have the 
same validity and effect as usually apper- 
tains to public records. 


It shall be the duty of the Commission 
to regulate all routes and schedules now 
or hereafter established and establish fair 
and reasonable rates of all public carriers 
of persons operating within the City who 
are not subject solely to the jurisdiction 
of the Michigan Public Service Commis- 
sion and who operate now or hereafter 
under franchises issued pursuant to Chap- 
ter 21 of this Charter. Provided, however, 
that any action of the Commission shall 
be subject to approval by a majority vote 
of the City Council. 


Upon petition of any carrier of passen- 
gers subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Commission or upon resolution of the City 
Council, it shall be the duty of the Com- 
mission to investigate and adjust the rates 
of the carrier if necessary. The Commis- 
sion shall grant a hearing to interested 
parties, pursuant to notices as provided in 
its rules. : 


It shall be the duty of the City Council 
to appropriate such sums for the use of 
the Commission as in its judgment shall 
be deemed to be sufficient. 
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The Commission is authorized to adjust 
the fares to be charged by such carrier 
of passengers, within the City of Lansing 
whenever it shall be necessary to enable 
such carrier to maintain a ratio of total 
operating expenses to gross operating rev- 
enue of not more than ninety (90%) per 
cent. To establish such ratio the gross 
revenues shall be chargeable with the 
amounts required to create and maintain 
a repair reserve, and a depreciation re- 
serve. All amounts required for operation 
items, including interest on deferred in- 
stallment payments on buses; bank indebt- 
edness or other indebtedness; rental on 
bus equipment; all taxes; and all items 
properly chargeable to the carrier’s gross 
revenues not specifically mentioned shall 
nevertheless be charged to gross revenue. 


The Commission shall have the power 
to promuigate rules and regulations to 


effectuate the provisions of this Section. 


The Mayor shall, at the first council 
meeting after this amendment becomes 
effective, appoint, with the advice and con- 
sent of the council, one commissioner for 
the full term of three years, one commis- 
sioner for a term of two years, and one 
commissioner for the term of one year, 
and thereafter the appointment shall be 
made for three year terms, except to fill 
vacancies occurring prior to the expiration 
of a commissioner’s term. The Mayor 
shall name annually one of the members 
of the commission chairman. 


Resolved further, that the foregoing 
amendment of the City Charter be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the City 
of Lansing for approval at the special 
election to be held in said City of Lansing 
on April 2, 1951.

Sections 16, 33 (a), 33 (b), 33 (c), 37, 39, 48 (a), and 49 of an ordinance entitled 
“An ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets of the City of Lansing and repeal- 
ing Ordinance No. 167 and all other ordinances and sections of ordinances in conflict 
herewith” are hereby amended and a new section to stand as Section 38% is hereby added 
to read as follows: 


Section 16. The driver of a vehicle shall not make a left turn at the following inter 
sections: 


WASHINGTON AVENUE AT THE INTERSECTIONS OF OTTAWA STREET, MICHIGAN 
AVENUE, ALLEGAN STREET AND WASHTENAW STREET. 


MICHIGAN AVENUE AND PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE FROM 6:00 A.M. TO 6:00 P.M. 
DAILY EXCEPT SUNDAYS AND HOLIDAYS. 


Signs shall be erected and maintained designating the provisions of this ordinance. 
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ONE HOUR PARKING 


Section 83. All vehicles except as noted in Section 87 shall be parked parallel to and 
with the right side of the car within twelve inches of the curb. 


(a) The driver of a vehicle shall not park such vehicle on the same side of the street 
in any one block for longer than one hour between the hours of 8:00 A.M. and 6:00 P.M. 
on any day except Sundays. State and National bank holidays and State and National 
election days in the following described districts:

from a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


That the Council by three-fifths vote 
of its members elect, proposes that Section 
317 of Chapter 21 of the City Charter 
be amended to read as follows: 


Section 317. There is hereby created a 
Transit Commission of three commission- 
ers, who shall be appointed by the Mayor 
of the City with the advice and consent 
of the City Council, for terms of three 
years. No member of City Government or 
City employees or any officer or employee 
of any transportation system shall be 
eligible to serve on this Commission. The 
City Clerk shall act as’ secretary at all 
regular and special meetings of the Com- 
mission and also as custodian of the offi- 
cial records of said Commission. 


The Commisioners shall serve without 
compensation unless it is otherwise deter- 
mined by the City Council upon recom- 
mendation of the Mayor. 


It shall be the duty of the Commission- 
ers to make an official record of the 
actions of said Commission which shall 
be open to the inspection of any citizen 
of the City. Said records shall have the 
same validity and effect as usually apper- 
tains to public records. 


It shall be the duty of the Commission 
to regulate all routes and schedules now 
or hereafter established and establish fair 
and reasonable rates of all public carriers 
of persons operating within the City who 
are not subject solely to the jurisdiction 
of the Michigan Public Service Commis- 
sion and who operate now or hereafter 
under franchises issued pursuant to Chap- 
ter 21 of this Charter. Provided, however, 
that any action of the Commission shall 
be subject to approval by a majority vote 
of the City Council. 2 


Upon petition of any carrier of passen- 
gers subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Commission or upon resolution of the City 
Council, it shall be the duty of the Com- 
mission to investigate and adjust the rates 
of the carrier if necessary. The Commis- 
sion shall grant a hearing to interested 
parties, pursuant to notices as provided in 
its rules. 
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It shall be the duty of the City Council 
to appropriate such sums for the use of 
the Commission as in its judgment shall 
be deemed to be sufficient. 


The Commission is authorized to adjust 
the fares to be charged by such carrier 
of passengers, within the City of Lansing 
whenever it shall be necessary to enable 
such carrier to maintain a ratio of total 
operating expenses to gross operating rev- 
enue of not more than ninety (90%) per 
eent. To establish such ratio the gross 
revenues shall be chargeable with the 

“amounts required to create and maintain 
a repair reserve, and a depreciation .re- 
serve. All amounts required for operation 
items, including interest on deferred in- 
stallment payments on buses; bank indebt- 
edness or other indebtedness; rental on 
bus equipment; all taxes; and all items 
properly chargeable to the carrier’s gross 
revenues not specifically mentioned shall 
nevertheless be charged to gross revenue. 


The Commission shall have the power 
to promulgate rules and regulations to 
effectuate the provisions of this Section. 


The Mayor shall, at the first éouncil 
meeting after this amendment becomes 
effective, appoint, with the advice and con- 
sent of the council, one commissioner for 
the full term of three years, one commis- 
sioner for a term of two years, and one 
commissioner for the term of one year, 
and thereafter the appointment shall be 
made for three year terms, except to fill 
vacancies occurring prior to the expiration 
of a commissioner’s term. The Mayor 
shall name annually one of the members 
of the commission chairman.

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MARKET RULES—MAY 1951 


MARKET HOURS: 


May 1 to Nov. 80—7:00 A.M. to 5:00 
P.M. 


Nov. 30 to May 1—8:00 A.M. to 5:00 
P.M. 


1. Out state produce shall be allowed 
only until like Michigan produce comes 
in season. 


2. Only Michigan produced meat or fowl 
may be sold. 


8. No citrus fruit shall be sold on the 
Market. 


4, All sellers will be required to possess 
a State Sales Tax License. 


5. Summer season rentals will be from 
May 1 to Nov. 30. 


6. Seasonal and yearly stalls will be held 
until 8:00 A.M. 


7. All renters must be off the Market by 
5:30 P.M. No selling after 5:00 P.M. 


8. All renters MUST clean up their stalls 
before leaving the Market. 


9. All daily renters must be assigned a 
stall by the Marketmaster or his 
Assistant. 


10. No non-resident of Michigan shall be 
permitted to sell on the Market. 


11. Every seller shall display a sign fur- 
nished by the Market, designating— 
Grower or Dealer. All who grow 50% 
or more will be considered Growers. 


12. No seller shall take a table cross the 
center aisle, 


18. No seller shall be allowed more than 
8 tables for summer seasonal rent in 
the West building. 


14. No seller shall be allowed more than 
one (1) table for yearly rent. 


15. Anything offered for sale on the Mar- 
ket shall be open for inspection at all 
times. 


16. All cars or trucks will be parked in 
back of stall or off the Market. 


Sanitary and Safety Regulations 


1. Each stall shall be kept CLEAN at all 
times. 


2. All passageways shall be kept clear, 
only 1 bushel allowed in front of table, 
and 5 crates high in back of table. 


8. Each person selling food on the Mar- 
ket shall present a clean appearance 
at all times, and shall keep his or her 
hands clean. 
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4, All meat, poultry and fish shall be 
kept in a suitable covered container, 
the temperature within which is not 
higher than 50 degrees F. No meat 
saws shall be allowed. All equipment 
shall be kept CLEAN. 


5. No spoiled or decayed fruit, vegetables 
of nuts may be sold. No vegetables 
or fruit shall be washed, or prepared 
for sale on the Market. Only % 
garbage can per seller. All produce 
kept outside the buildings shall be kept 
not less than 18 inches above the 
ground. 


6. All live poultry or live animals shall 
be kept outside the building. Crates 
shall be kept clean. No poultry shall 
be drawn on the Market. 


7. All butter or milk products shall be 
pasteurized. 


8. Hame-made baked goods, candy or pre- 
pared foods shall not be sold on the 
Market. 


9. Fruit or produce left on the Market 
must be stored not less than 18 inches 
from the floor. 


10, Sellers understand and agree that any 
infraction of the rules and regulations 
herein will subject them to_ eviction 
from the City Market at the discretion 
of the Marketmaster.

We submit herewith the budget for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 1951, and ending 
April 30, 1952. 


Total pOpTeDrations amount to $5,834,137.18 and from this total is deducted $2,568,668.00 
of estimated revenues from sources other than the genera} property tax, leaving a net 
total to be raised by taxation of $3,265,469.18. 

This is an increase in the tax levy of $462,191.06. 


This budget provides for 6 additional policemen, 6 additional firemen and 8 additional 
salaried personnel in various other departments. 


The total increases in budget appropriations over last year amount to $610,784.60 and 
are largely accounted for as follows: ° 


$250,000.00 of the budget increase is due to wage and salary cost of living bonuses 
granted during the 1950-51 fiscal year. Additional personnel accounts for $67,000.00 of the 


increase. Increased appropriations for street maintenance and improvement amount to ~ 


. $132,600.00. Airport improvements $40,000.00 and Civil Defense $7,500.00 are two items 
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not included last year. Miscellaneous salary adjustments amount to $15,245.70. Increase in 
appropriation for garbage cans amounts to $18,000.00. Contingency reserve is increased 
$80,240.00 over last year. 


. The cost of living bonus of $540.00 on yearly salaried employees, $12.00 per week on 
weekly employees, 30c and 25¢c per hour on hourly employees, all of which is now included 
in the salary or wages of each employee is continued. The rule of not including cost of 
living bonus in the base rate for figuring overtime for hourly workers is discontinued as 
of the first pay roll period beginning after May 1, 1951.

Gentlemen : 


At the April ‘session of the Ingham 
County Board of Supervisors, just con- 
cluded, the Board granted me permission 
by resolution to enter all of the regular 
December taxes on the December tax rolls 
in one column as one total sum for each 
property, as is provided by Section 39 of 
the General Property Tax Laws of Michi- 
gan. 


This action will greatly reduce the time, 
labor, and expense of preparing our De- 
cember tax rolls and tax bills, and would 
appear to be a much more business-like 
way of doing this work than has been the 
custom in the past. Although all of the 
regular taxes will be entered as one sum 
for each property, there will be printed on 
the tax receipt the percentage that each 
individual tax is of the total sum so that 
any taxpayer can readily compute the indi- 
vidual tax if he so desires. 


I do not feel that any formal action by 
the Council is necessary in this matter 
but I am writing this letter so that you 
will be advised of this proposed action. 
If the Council has any objection to this 
procedure, I would, of course, be glad to 
abide by any recommendation it might care 
to make.

CITY OF LANSING EMPLOYMENT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the. following rules and regulations for 
all hourly and weekly city employees who 
are not under the jurisdiction of a Board: 


1. POLICY: Any employee or employees 
or their representative shall have the right 
and privilege of appearing before the De- 
partment Head, the Labor Relations Com- 
mittee of the City Council or the City 
Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feeling 
himself aggrieved shall personally report 
said grievance to the Foreman and if, after 
a reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Foreman has ignored his grievance or 
the same has not been settled satisfactorily 
to him, he may go directly to the Depart- 
ment Head, and if, after a reasonable time 
the. employee feels that the Department 
Head has ignored his grievance or the same 
has not been settled satisfactorily to him, 
he may go directly to the Labor Relations 
Committee of the City Council, and if, after 
a reasonable length of time the employee 
feels that the Labor Relations Committee 
of the City Council has ignored his griev- 
ance or the same has not been settled satis- 
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factorily to him, he may go to the City 
Council as a whole. 


8. HOURS: Forty hours shall consti- 
tute a work week and eight hours a work 
day for which the regular hourly rate 
shall be paid and time and one-half there- 
after shall be paid to hourly employees. 
Cost of living bonus shall be considered as 
a part of base pay for figuring overtime. 
All employees who work four or more 
hours between 7:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. 
shall receive 5 cents per hour premium for 
each hour up to eight (8) hours worked 
in that shift. The premium of 5 cents per 
hour is to be added to the total wages and 
does not increase the pay rate and is not 
construed to apply to an overtime rate. 
All hourly and weekly employees shall be 
paid on the basis of an 8 hour day for the 
following legal holidays: New Year’s Day, 
Decoration Day, July 4th, Labor Day, 
Armistice Day, Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas and any other legal holiday that the 
City Hall employees: observe. If an em- 
ployee is required to work by his super- 
visor on a holiday he shall be paid at the 
rate of double time for such hours and 
double time shall be paid for all Sundays 
that the employee works (except when 
Sunday is part of the employee’s regular 
work week) providing the employee has 
not lost time during the pay week thru 
no fault of his own. (Pay Week is Thurs- 
day-Wednesday, Incl.), In no event shall 
an employee be paid more than double 
time. 


4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who are inducted into the Armed Forces 
of the United States shall be given a leave 
of absence from their positions, and upon 
their Honorable Discharge and if physic- 


ally fit to perform the duties of the posi- 


tion which they held upon entering the 
service, shall be reinstated to such position 
or one comparable to it without loss of 
seniority rights, provided, that applica- 
tion be made within 90 days after such 
discharge. 


(b) That any regular employee who ob- 
tains a written leave of absence from his 
department head with City Council approv- 
al shall retain his seniority on his return 
to city employment, provided the employee 
has not accepted employment elsewhere 
during said leave of absence. Said leave 
of absence not to exceed 30 days. 


(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during the time off, not to exceed 
two years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the City. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
. porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shal] quit his 
employment with the City shall immediate- 
ly forfeit all seniority right. Any person 
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who may be laid off from employment by 
the City and: who is not re-employed by 
the City within one year, shall forfeit 
all accumulated seniority. 


(f) Employees shall have the preference 
of jobs when qualified in order of senior- 
ity, qualifications to be determined by the 
foreman and department head. 


(zg) A seniority register by departments 
shall be kept up to date and posted on 
the bulletin boards of the respective de- 
partments by the department head. 


(h) Any person who is laid off shall be 
placed at the top of the hiring list, if 
physically fit, and shall have the same 
seniority he had prior to being laid off. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each depart- 
ment shall provide a bulletin board for 
the exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person requested 
to report for work ‘with no work available 


shall receive a minimum of two hours of* 


“hour pay” at the regular hourly rate. 


7. SICK LEAVES: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave; em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service--2 weeks @ $26.00 per week 
after first week per year. }

the normal work week for the job or class_ 


of work on which they are regularly em- 
ployed and at the authorized rate of pay 
at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be predi- 
eated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks per year 
and they shall be paid on the basis of a 
five-day work week at the authorized rate 
of pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(c) Seasona] employees, entitled to vaca- 
tion leave, shall receive one day’s leave for 
each 180 hours worked, the whole not to 
exceed two calendar weeks and shall be 
paid therefor on the basis of five eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken, 


(d) Any employee, upon approval of his 
Department Head, may waive his rights 
to his vacation and continue to work, in- 
stead, receiving therefor his regular pay 
in addition to his vacation pay. 


(e) For computing vacations for the 
ealendar year 1951 the accrual of time em- 
ployee shall begin on May 1, 1950. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees of all depart- 
ments shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment Heads. It shall be the policy of 
each Department Head to schedule vaca- 
tions over as wide a period as possible in 
ag to eliminate the necessity of extra 
elp.

The Committees on Ways & Means and 
Salaries, to whom was referred the matter 
of the City of Lansing budget for the fiscal 
year 1951-52, reports as follows: 


We submit herewith the budget for the 
fiscal year beginning May 1, 1951, and 
ending April 36, 1952. 


Total appropriations amount to $5,834,- 
137.18, and from this total is deducted 
$2,568,668.00 of estimated revenues frora 
sources other than the general property 
tax, leaving a net total to be raised by 
taxation of $3,265,469.18. 


This is an increase in the tax levy of 
$462,191.06. 


This budget provides for 6 additional 
policemen, 6 additional firemen and 8 addi- 
tional salaried personnel in various other 
departments. 


The total increases in budget appropria- 
tions over last year amount to $610,784.60 
and are largely accounted for as follows: 


$250,000.00 of the budget increase is due 
to wage and salary cost of living bonuses 
granted during the 1950-51 fiscal year. 
Additional personnel accounts for $67,000.00 
of the increase. Increased appropriations 
for street maintenance and improvement 
amount to $132,600.00. Airport improve- 
ments $40,000.00 and Civil Defense $7,500.00 
are two items not included last year. Mis- 
cellaneous salary adjustments, amount to 
$15,245.70. Increase in appropriation for 
garbage cans amounts to $18,000.00. Con- 
tingeney reserve is increased $80,240.00 
over last year. 


The cost of living bonus of $540.00 on 
yearly salaried employees, $12.00 per week 
on weekly employees, 30c and 25c per hour 
on hourly employees, all of which is now 
included in the salary or wages of each 
employee is continued. The rule of not 
including cost of living bonus in the base 
rate for figuring overtime for hourly work- 
ers is discontinued as of ‘the first pay roll 
period beginning after May 1, 1951.

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ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Committee on Ordinances, read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to regulate Hawkers and 
Peddlers in the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
to repeal Ordinance No. 96 of the ordi- 
nances of the City of Lansing, as amended, 
entitled, ‘“An ordinance to regulate hawk- 
ing, peddling and street vending, and to 
prohibit persons from hawking, peddling 
or vending goods, wares, merchandise, 
drugs, fruits, vegetables, food stuffs and 
services within the limits of the City of 
Lansing without a license, and to provide 
a penalty therefor.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this 
ordinance hawkers and peddlers are de- 
fined to be those who go from house to 
house, from store to store, person to per- 
son or place to place upon the public 
streets, sidewalks, alleys or upon private 
property within the City of Lansing, sell- 
ing or offering for sale goods, wares, 
merchandise or other kinds of property, 
whether traveling on foot or in a vehicle 
or by offering or crying their wares from 
any such street or sidewalk. 


It shall include those who by the use 
of any cart, wagon, bicycle, motorcycle, 
or vehicle hauls or transports or by the 
use of any basket or container carries any 
vegetables, fruits, baked goods, ice cream 
products, drugs and wares about the 
streets, alleys, sidewalks or public places 
within the City of Lansing. 


The term includes those who sell by 
taking orders for goods from samples, lists 
or catalogues, when delivery is made from 
stocks of merchandise located within the 
State of Michigan. 


The term shall not be construed to in- 
clude farmers, truck gardeners or others 
selling or offering for sale any products 
grown, raised or produced by them, nor 
persons selling on the City Market of the 
City of Lansing, nor those engaged in sell- 
ing goods in interstate commerce. 


It shall include anyone selling food 
products, including but not in limitation 
thereof, vegetables, fruit, baked goods, ice 
cream products, drugs or wares, whether 
a license therefor shall have been or may 
hereafter be required by any, other ordi- 
nance of the City of Lansing. 


Section 2. No person, firm or corporation 
shall engage in the business of hawking 
or peddling as herein defined within the 
corporate limits of the City of Lansing 
without first obtaining a license therefor 
as provided in this ordinance, nor shall 
any person engage in éelling or soliciting 
orders for goods to be delivered from with- 
in the State of Michigan without first 
having received a license therefor from 
the City Clerk. 
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That upon written application, stating 
the name and address of applicant and 
payment of the fees hereinafter set forth, 
the City Council may direct the City Clerk 
to issue such licenses, as hawkers and 
peddlers under this ordinance, as may by 
it found to be a proper number of such 
hawkers and peddlers as will reasonably 
provide for such service to the public. 


That all such licenses shall expire on 
April 30th of the year following the date 
of their issuance, shall not be transferable 
and shall be by the licensee surrendered 
to the City Clerk upon discontinuance of 
the business of hawker and peddler. 


Section 8. The following fees are here- 
by fixed for each of the class of licenses 
hereinafter mentioned. 


For hawking and peddling by the use 
of any cart, bicycle, motorcycle or other 
vehicle twenty-five ($25.00) dollars per 
year; and after November 1, fifteen 
$15.00) dollars. 


For hawking or peddling by the use of 
any basket or container ten ($10.00) dol- 
lars per year; and after November lst, five 
(35.00) dollars. 


Section 4, It shall be the duty of every 
person hawking or peddling, as provided 
in this ordinance, upon the streets or side- 
walks of the City of Lansing to exhibit 
to any police officer or person when re- 
quested so to do any license issued to him 
and to display upon any cart, bicycle, 
motorcycle, basket, container or vehicle 
used by him in the hawking or peddling of 
merchandise such license plate as may be 
issued to him under this ordinance. 


Section 5, All such peddlers, when stop- 
ping their vehicles upon the streets, or 
within said city, or offering for sale any 
commodities, shall park near the curb, and 
shall not park longer than ten minutes. 


_No peddler shall sell any of his commodi- 
ties in any city park or city playground, or 
any other city grounds. 


Each person shall obey all traffic rules 
and regulations, and shall not sell on any 
main highway or busy street, so as to 
interefer with traffic. 


Section 6. All ice cream products or 
baked goods shall be completely wrapped 
or packaged, so as to adequately protect 
the product from contamination, and all 
such wrapped or packaged goods shall bear 
a label and have legibly printed thereon: 


(a) The name of product. 


- (b) The name of manufacturer. 


(c) The net contents by weight, volume. 


or size. 


Section 7. No hawker or peddler or any 
person doing business as a hawker or 
peddier shall operate a loud speaker or 
other sound amplifying device upon any 
street, sidewalk, alley, park or public place, 
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or upon any private’ premises within the 
City of Lansing for the purpose of selling 
or advertising the sale of goods, wares or 
merchandise or the soliciting of sales 
therefor. 


Section 8. Should any of the provisions 
or parts of this ordinance be held invalid, 
such holding will not be construed to 
affect any other part or section hereof, 
and the remaining part of said ordinance, 
not so affected, shall be held to be valid. 


Section 9. Ordinance No. 96, entitled, 
“An ordinance to regulate hawking and 
peddling and street vending, and to pro- 
hibit persons from hawking, peddling or 
vending goods, wares, merchandise, drugs, 
fruits, vegetables, food stuffs and services 
within the limits of the City of Lansing 
without a license and to provide a penalty 
therefor,”” as amended, is hereby repealed, 
provided, however, that all licenses hereto- 
fore granted thereunder shall remain in 
effect until they are revoked or expire by 
operation of the time for which they were 
originally issued, 


Section 10. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, shall 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by 
fine of not to exceed $25.00, and in de- 
fault of the payment of such fine, such 
person or persons shall be imprisoned in 
the city jail until such fine is paid, for 
a term not to exceed thirty days; and the 
City Council may by a majority vote of 
the members elect, revoke and annul any 
person’s license, and the person or persons, 
whose licenses are so revoked shall not 
be permitted to recover the amount paid 
therefor.

Gentlemen : 


The proposed extension of a new highway 
in the south part of the City has been very 
disturbing to a large number of citizens 
living in that area, 


A vast majority of these citizens feel 
that their property values will be reduced 
and other objectionable circumstances will 
prevail by the construction of a new 
traffic artery at this location. 


It is: debatable whether the overall bene- 
fits that would accrue from this roadway 
would outweigh the objectionable features 
that may be derived by its use. 


I have no desire to thwart the will of 
the majority of the members of this Coun- 
ceil on any issue that may come before it 
and during the several years I have been 
privileged to work with the Council on 
governmental affairs, this is only the fourth 
time I have chosen to exercise my power 
of veto. 


I do not question the sincere effort that 
was expended honestly in the public: inter- 
est in this matter by the Council as well 
as by interested citizens.

Monday, May 21, covering the acquisition 
of property now owned by the Consumers 
Power Company, a corporation, being a 
parcel 50 feet in width and beginning on 
the south line of Section 28 and extending 
northward to the intersection of Mt. Hope 
and Washington Avenues, formerly the 
Right of Way of the Jackson and Lansing 
Railroad.

Re: Claim of Eleanor Latimore, 
420 West Michigan Ave. 


On June 11, 1951, claimant submitted 
her affidavit setting forth that she was 
injured January 9, 1951, about 6:00 p.m. 
as she was walking west on West Ottawa 
Street when she caught her heel on a 
defective piece of sidewalk just to the 
west side of the City Hall driveway. She 
has related the medical and hospital care 
which her injuries required, and indicated 
that her expenses were $2,000 or there- 
abouts. 


Having in mind that the injury was on 
January 9, 1951, and that her claim was 
filed June 11, 1951, the question is 
whether such claim is barred by both the 
charter and the statute. 


Section 58 of the charter states: 


“The word ‘claim’ as used in this 
section, shall be deemed to include 
claims for alleged damages arising to 
persons or property from defective 
streets, sidewalks or crosswalks, and 
all claims for damages in consequence 
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of * * * sidewalks * * * shall be 
presented to the City Counci] within 
sixty days after such injury occurs, 
and not after, which claim shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of 
the time, place and nature of the same, 
as near as practicable, and no cause 
of action for damages shall arise 
against said city unless such claim is 
presented within the time herein 
limited.” 


A similar provision was construed in the 
case of Sykes vs. City of Battle Creek, 
288 Mich. 660 wherein the statute, Sec- 
tion 9.598 of the Stat. Ann. to make uni- 
form both the procedure for giving notice 
and the liability of cities throughout the 
State for highway defects was under con- 
struction. The Battle Creek charter 
(requiring 60 days’ notice from the hap- 
pening of the injury) was there held to 
be valid and in strict compliance with the 
statute. 


I must, therefore, conclude that the 
failure of Mrs. Latimore to give notice 
within the statutory and charter provisions 
bars her claim and the Committee on City 
Affairs should so recommend. 


Because of the importance of this deci- 
sion I am mailing a copy of this letter to 
Mrs. Latimore.

said quarter line and the quarter ‘line of 
section 14 to the north side boundary line 
of Michigan Avenue, thencé west to the 
southeast corner of Lot No. 450 of Foster 
Farm Addition, thence north along the 
east line of said Foster Farm Addition 
and continuing north to the center line of 
Franklin Avenue, sometimes: called and 
known as the Lansing and Howell plank 
road, thence west to section line between 
sections 10 and 11, thence south to the 
place of beginning.

The Inter-City Coach Line Company, a 
Michigan Corporation and a common 
carrier of passengers for hire, heretofore 
filed a petition for adjustment of fares. 
That petition was referred to this Com- 
mission by your Honorable body in ac- 
cordance with the amendment to the 
charter of the City of Lansing creating 
this Transit Commission, and adopted by 
the voters of the City of Lansing on 
April 2, 1961. 


Included in the charter amendment was 
a provision which established a formula 
whereby the fares of common _ carriers 
should be adjusted. The formula is as 
follows: zi 


“The Commission is authorized to 
adjust the fares to be charged by 
. suchg carrier of passengers, within 
the City of Lansing whenever it shall 
be necessary to enable such carrier 
to maintain a ratio of total operation 
expenses to gross operating revenue 
of not more than ninety (90) per cent. 
To establish such ratio the gross reve- 
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nues shall be chargeable with the 
amounts required to create and main- 
tain a repair reserve, and a deprecia- 
tion reserve. All amounts required 
for operation items, including interest 
on deferred installment payments on 
buses; bank indebtedness or other in- 
-debtedness ; rental on bus equipment; 
all taxes; and all items properly 
chargeable to the carrier’s gross reve- 
nues not specifically mentioned shall 
nevertheless be charged to gross reve- 
nue.” 


In the petition which was filed by the 
Inter-City Coach Line Company, the appli- 
eant alleged that ‘‘at present and _ for 
‘some time past the revenues received by 
it from fares charged for and received by 
it for passenger transportation service 
rendered and performed by it within the 
City of Lansing, Michigan . . . have 
been less than the operating expenses and 
fixed charges of said petitioner, and that 
the motor passenger bus operations of 
petitioner are at the present time, as 
they have been for ‘some time past, being 
conducted at a substantial loss to the 
Company.” 


The Commission conducted a public 
hearing upon the petition, at which time 
witnesses were sworn on behalf of the 
Company, and exhibits were introduced 
in evidence to substantiate the claims 
made by the Company in its petition. 


For your information, a copy of the 
petition, the exhibits introduced at the 
public hearing, and the brief filed by the 
Company at the request of the Commission 
are attached hereto. 


The exhibits and brief disclose that the 
fiscal year of the Company is from De- 
cember 1 to November 30. The Company’s 
Certified Public Accountant prepared the 
exhibits, and the losses for the fiscal year 
to June 30, 1951, are $27,244.90. 


This Commission’s jurisdiction is only 
as to fares within the City of Lansing, and 
the computations made by the accountant 
are reduced to the revenues and operating 
expenses within the City of Lansing. The 
schedule attached to the brief shows that 
the Lansing operations have resulted in 
substantial losses for the years 1948, 1949, 
and 1950, and that these losses are con- 
tinuing to date. 


The Company officials suggested that 
fares be adjusted to either 15c cash or two 
tokens for 25c, or 15¢ cash or nine tokens 
for $1.00. They stated that this latter 
basis of 15c cash or nine tokens for $1.00 
would be the basis at which they would 
be willing to have an adjustment made. 


We call your attention to the formula 
set forth in the charter which reads in 
part as follows: 


“The Commission is authorized to 
adjust the fares to be charged . 
whenever it shall be necessary to en- 
able such carrier to maintain a ratio 
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. of not more than ninety (90) 
per cent.” 


Apparently it is the duty of this Com- 
mission to arrive at figures which will 
closely approximate this formula. 

In view of all the circumstances, we 
feel that the City Council would be justi- 
fied in allowing the Inter-City Coach Line 
Company to adjust its fares to 15¢ cash 
or nine tokens for $1.00. 


We call your attention to the fact that 
at the public hearing several citizens of 
Lansing appeared and stated that the 
bus company should attempt to give 
better and more courteous service. 


We suggest that if the Council sees fit 
to adjust fares, such adjustment be effect- 
ive immediately upon the decision of the 
Council.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 
August 24, 1951. 


Honorable Mayor and Members 
of the Lansing City Council 


Lansing, Michigan 
Gentlemen : 


At a meeting of the Council on August 20 
there appeared to be a serious question in 
the minds of some of the Council that more 
than one proposed change of boundary lines 
of several wards could be submitted to the 
people in the alternative. 


For the reason that a record should be 
made of my holdings on the question, 1 am 
writing all of you setting forth my reasons 
for stating that propositions could not be 
submitted in the alternative under the 
statutes and the Charter of the City. 


Sec. 20 of Art. VIII of the Constitution 
of 1908 provides: 


“The legislature shall provide by a 
general law for the incorporation of 
cities, and by a general law for the | 
incorporation of villages; such general 
laws shall limit their rate of taxation 
for municipal purposes, and restrict 
their powers of borrowing money and 
contracting debts.” 


Sec. 21 of the same Article provides: 


“Under such general laws, the elec- 
tors of each city and village shall have 
power and authority to frame, adopt 
and amend its charter and to amend 
an existing charter of the city or vil- 
lage heretofore granted or passed by 
the legislature for the government of 
the city or village and, through its 
regularly constituted authority, to pass 
all laws and ordinances relating to its 
municipal concerns, subject to the 
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Constitution and general laws of this 
state.” 


The City of Jackson, also a “Home Rule 
City” created, under Act 279 of the Public 
Acts of 1909, as amended, submitted a pro- 
posed new charter and at the same time 
submitted a proposed amendment to Sec. 
250 thereof. In other words it submitted in 
effect two proposed sections to be known 
as Section 250. 


The Commission provided that such pro- 
posed amendment should appear on the 
ballot below the submission of the charter 
and that if the proposed charter be adopted 
and said amendment be also adopted then 
the amendment should become a part of 
the charter and be inserted in place of Sec. 
250 thereof. In a statement issued in 
pamphlet form by the charter commission 
the voters were instructed that, those de- 
siring to vote for the charter as it was 
submitted should vote “yes” for the char- 
ter and “no’’ for the amendment and those 
desiring to vote both for the charter and 
amendment should vote “yes” for the char- 
ter and “yes” for the amendment, and if 
the amendment was adopted it would super- 
sede the provision in Sec. 250 of the pro- 
posed charter. A canvass of the charter 
by the common council showed that a 
majority vote was cast on both proposi- 
tions. The court said the act provides for 
the submission of but one charter for adop- 
tion or rejection and not two or more for 
the elector to compare and pass upon. 


The court also said: 


“Our home rule act has made no 
provision, either mandatory or permis- 
sive, for submitting together alterna- 
tive charters or parts of charters for 
the electors to choose between, or reject, 
and provides no rule or machinery to 
guide and control the conduct and 
canvass of such an election, as provided 
in certain jurisdictions where a consti- 
tution or statute expressly authorizes 
submission of alternative propositions. 
If under this act alternative proposi- 
tions or sections or amendments could 
be submitted as to one section of a 
proposed charter, it could be done as 
to all, and amendments might be sub- 
mitted to proposed amendments, until 
the electors would be confronted by a 
confusing variety of proposed charters 
and conflicting propositions, with no 
rule or restraint as to the manner of 
submission or canvassing the result. 
The act only contemplates the submis- 
sion of one distinct and complete pro- 
posed charter, to be accepted or rejected 
by the electors, and permits submission 
at the same time of additional indepen- 
dent sections or propositions not covered 
by the charter as proposed, * * *.” 


On page 274 of the case of Maher vs. 
City of Jackson, 191 Mich. 266 the court 
further says: 


“In framing or amending a munici- 
pal charter, the will of the majority 
ean only be recognized when clearly 
expressed in compliance with the stat-

ute * * *. As before stated the statute 
does not contemplate or provide the 
machinery for voting on alternative 
propositions, * * *.” 


The above case was discussed in an opin- 
ion by the Attorney General July 28, 1927, 
in answer to a similar question then before 
him, 


Since there is no constitution or statu- 
tory change since decision in the above 
ease there is no reason to conclude that 
there is any authority anywhere to submit 
alternative questions, and I must conclude 
that it cannot be done.

section thereof with the center line of 
Larch Street, thence south to the center 
line of Sheridan Street, thence east, along 
the center line of Sheridan Street to the 
intersection thereof with the center line 
of East Grand River Avenue, thence east- 
erly along the center line of Grand River 
Avenue, to the east corporate limits of the 
city ; 


The Second Ward shall comprise all that 
portion of the city lying west of the Grand 
River which is south of the center line of 
Shiawassee Street and that line extended 
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west from Jenison Avenue’ to the west 
corporate limits of the city and north of 
the center line of Washtenaw Street and 
that line extended west from McPherson 
Street to the west corporate limits of the 
city ; 


The Third Ward shall comprise all that 
portion: of the city lying west of the Grand 
River which is south of the center line of 
Washtenaw Street and that line extended 
west to the west corporate limits of the 
city and north of the Grand River ; 


The Fourth Ward shall comprise all that 
portion of the city lying south and west 
of the Grand River which is north of the 
center line of Shiawassee Street and that 
line extended west from Jenison Avenue 
to the west corporate limits of the city; 


The Fifth Ward shall comprise all that 
portion of the city lying north and east 
of the Red Cedar River and the Grand 
River and south of the center line of E. 
Michigan Avenue; 


The Sixth Ward shall comprise all that 
portion of the city lying south of the 
Grand River and the Red Cedar River 
which is east of a line described as the 
center line of Washington Avenue running 
southwesterly from the intersection thereof 
with the south bank of the Grand River 
to the center line of Holmes Road, thence 
east along the center line of Holmes Road, 
to the west section line of Section 33 
of T4N, R2W, thence south along the said 
section line to the south corporate boun- 
dary of the city; 


The Seventh Ward shall comprise all 
that portion of the city lying east of the 
Grand River, south of the first ward, and 
north of the center line of East Michigan 
Avenue ; 


The Eighth Ward shall consist of all 
that portion of the city lying south of the 
Grand River and west of the sixth ward. 


“Territory hereafter annexed to the city 
shall, as soon as the annexation thereof 
becomes effective, become a part of the 
ward or wards to which such territory is 
contiguous. 


“The Alderman elected in the eighth 
ward of the city at the annual election held 
in the city in the year 1951 shall hold 
office for one year, commencing on and 
dating from the second Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1952, and terminating on that date in 
1953. 


“At the annual city election held in the 
city in the year 1952, two Aldermen shall 
be elected in the eighth ward herein creat- 
ed. The Alderman so elected receiving the 
highest number of votes shall hold his 
office for two years, commencing on and 
dating from the second Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1953. The Alderman so elected receiv- 
ing the lesser number of votes shall hold 
his office for one year, commencing on 
and dating from the second Monday in 
January, 1953.” 
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The existing charter provisions which 
would be altered or abrogated by amend- 
ing the charter of the City of Lansing, as 
above proposed, are as follows: 


“CHAPTER I 


“Section 3. Said city shall be divided 
into eight wards as fellows: 


“The First Ward shall consist of all that 
portion of said city, north of the center 
line of Sheridan Street, continued to the 
east line of the city limits, and north of 
the north line of lots seven and éight, 
block eighteen, lots 14 and 15, block 21, 
and lot 6, block 28, to the Grand River, 
and east and north of Grand River; the 
Second Ward shall consist of all that 
part of said city south of the center line 
of Shiawassee Street continued to the 
western line of the city, to the ‘center. 
line of Washtenaw Street so continued and 
west of Grand River; Third Ward shall 
consist of all that part of said city lying 
south of the center line of Washtenaw 
Street, continued to the western line of 
the city and west of the center line of 
Washington Avenue, and north of Grand 
River; the Fourth Ward shall consist of 
all that part of said city north of the 
Second Ward west and south of Grand 
River; the Fifth Ward shall consist of all 
that part of said city lying south of the 
Seventh Ward east of Grand River, west 
of the Eighth Ward, as herein defined, 
and east and north of the Cedar River; 
the Sixth Ward shall consist of all that 
territory lying south of the center line of 
Washtenaw Street and east of the center 
line of Washington Avenue and west of 
Grand River and all that part of said city 
lying south of Grand River and the Fifth 
Ward; the Seventh Ward shall consist of 
all that part of said city lying south of 
the First Ward, east of Grand River, west 
of the Eighth Ward as herein defined and 
north of the center line of Michigan Ave- 
nue; the Eighth Ward shall consist of all 
that territory within the limits of said 
city described as commencing at a point 
where the Cedar River crosses the section 
line between sections 22 and 23, thence 
northeasterly along the center of said 
Cedar River, to a point thirty (30) rods 
due west of the north and south quarter 
line of section 23, thence north parallel 
with and thirty (30) rods distance from 
said quarter line and the quarter line of 
section 14 to the north side boundary line 
of Michigan Avenue, thence west to the 
southeast corner of Lot No. 450 of Foster 
Farm Addition, thence north along the 
east line of said Foster Farm Addition 
and continuing north to the center line of 
Franklin Avenue, sometimes called and 
known as the Lansing and Howell plank 
road, thence west to section line between 
sections 10 and 11, thence south to the 
place of beginning. 


“Territory hereafter annexed to said 
city shal] as soon as the annexation be- 
comes effective, become a part of the ward 
or wards to which such territory is con- 
tiguous.” 
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That part of Section 23 of Chapter 3 
which provides, as follows: 


“At each annual election there shall be 
elected in each ward one Alderman who 
shall hold his office for two years.”

Gentlemen: 


Regarding the problem of pavement cut- 
ting by Consumers Power Company, which 
was referred to me. As you know, a pro- 
gram of repairing gas leaks has been under- 
way for several months. This necessitates 
the opening of hundreds of holes in the 
pavement, 


We have had good cooperation from the 
Consumers Power Company and to my 
knowledge they have never left any street 
in an impassable condition after completing 
their repair work. 


It must be remembered that cutting a 
hole in a pavement is a major operation 
and cannot immediately be replaced in its 
original condition. After back-filling of 
the excavations and opening to traffic, 
some compaction is bound to occur which 
must be replaced by adding additional ma- 
terial. This need for added material may 
arise within several hours or may not be 
required for several days, depending on 
conditions, thus making it rather difficult 
to keep every cut in ideal condition. 


Other utilities, drain layers and the var- 
ious city departments also make cuts in 
our pavements and conditions are not 
materially different from those resulting 
from gas main repairs. The most noticeable 
difference being due to the unusual num- 
ber of cuts being made by the Consumers 
Power Company.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald.

Section 9. The driver or owner of any 
public taxicab licensed as aforesaid, may 
demand and receive for carrying passen- 
gers the following prices and no more, viz: 
for the firsts ONE-HALF (1%) OF A MILE, 
FORTY-FIVE CENTS (§$.45), and for each 
additional one-third (1/3) of a mile, ten 
cents ($.10). The above charges shall be 
for one person; for each additional passen- 
ger carried, a charge not exceeding twenty- 
five cents ($.25) for the entire trip may be 
made; Provided, that no charge shall be 
made for carrying children under the age 
of twelve years when accompanied by a 
paying passenger; Provided further, that 
while standing, at the direction of a passen- 
ger or because of traffic delays, such driver 
or owner may charge ten cents ($.10) for 
each two (2) minutes of such waiting time. 


Each paying pagsenger shall be entitled 
to have carried by such conveyance, without 
charge, any hand baggage not exceeding 
fifty (50) pounds in weight and for each 
piece of baggage weighing over fifty (50) 
pounds, twenty-five cents ($.25) may be 
charged and collected.

Causes many unnecessary property damage accidents, 


When unparking some drivers back too far and use entirely too much street 
space, 
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Trucks parked take up additional street space depending on length of truck.

Such persons as pay the service charge 
as provided for in this Ordinance shall 
further agree with the Garbage Depart- 
ment of the City of Lansing that they will 
be responsible for loss of cans left for 
their use and will reimburse the City in 
case said cans are lost or destroyed by 
reason of the fault of the user thereof. 


Referred to Committee on Ordinances. 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Kircher, Reed, and Munyon, read 
a first and second time by its title, and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An ordinance to amend Section 21 of the 
ordinance entitled, “‘An ordinance to regu- 
late and restrict the location of trades and 
industries and the location of buildings de- 
signed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings here- 
after erected or altered, to regulate and 
determine the area of yards, courts, and 
other open spaces surrounding buildings, 
to limit and restrict the maximum number 
of families which may be housed in dwell- 
ings hereafter erected or altered, and for 
said purposes to divide the city into dis- 
tricts and within such districts to regulate 
and restrict the erection, construction, re- 
construction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures and land, to provide 
for the administration of said regulations 
and to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, 
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and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith.” 


- The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 21 of the ordinance 
entitled, “An ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and industries 
and the location of buildings designed for 
specified uses, to regulate and limit the 
height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts, and other 
open spaces surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of fami- 
lies which may be housed in dwellings here- 
after erected or altered, and for said pur- 
poses to divide the city into districts, and 
within such districts to regulate and restrict 
the erection, construction, alteration, repair 
or use of buildings, structures and land, 
to provide for the administration of said 
regulations and to prescribe penalties for 
the violation of the provisions hereof, and 
to provide for the enforcement hereof, and 
to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed June 
18th, 1927, and all amendments thereto 
and all other ordinances or parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict herewith,” is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


SECTION 21 
Board of Appeals 
Creation of Membership 


A Board of Appeals is hereby established. 
The word “Board” when used in this sec- 
tion shall be construed to mean the Board 
of Appeals. The Board shall consist of five 
members who shall be freeholders, appoint- 
ed by the Mayor by and with the consent 
of the Council, for terms of one (1) for 
one year, and two (2) for two years, and 
two (2) for three years, respectively, in the 
first instance, and thereafter appointments 
shall be for three (8) years each. At least 
one member of the Board shall be a mem- 
ber of the City Plan Commission. The 
chairman of the Board shall be annually 
elected by the members of the Board, All 
members of the Board shall serve without 
compensation. 


Meetings 


Meetings of the Board shall be held at 
the call of the Chairman and at such other 
times as the Board may determine. There 
shall be a fixed place of meeting and all 
meetings shall be open to the public. The 
Board shall adopt its own rules of pro- 
cedure and keep a record of its proceed- 
ings, showing the action of the Board and 
the vote of each member upon each ques- 
tion considered. The presence of three mem- 
bers shall be necessary to constitute a 
quorum, 


Appeal 
Appeals from the rulings of the Building 


Commissioner concerning the enforcement 
of the provisions of this ordinance may be 
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made to the Board of Appeals within such 
time as shall be prescribed by the Board 
by general rule. The appellant shall file 
with the Building Commissioner and with 
the Board of Appeals a ‘notice of appeal, 
specifying the grounds thereof. WITH 
EACH NOTICE OF APPEAL FILED 
WITH THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER 
THERE SHALL BE PAID A FEE OF 
TEN ($10.00) DOLLARS TO COVER THE 
CITY’S COST OF HANDLING SAID 
APPEAL; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, THE 
SAID FEE FOR ENCLOSING PORCHES 
SHALL BE FIVE ($5.00) DOLLARS. The 
Building Commissioner shall forthwith 
transmit to the Board all the papers consti- 
tuting the record upon which the action 
appealed from was taken. 


Stay 


An appeal stays all proceedings in fur- 
therance of the action appealed from unless 
the Building Commissioner, from whom the 
appeal is taken certifies to the Board of 
Appeals, after the notice of appeal shall 
have been filed with him, that by reason 
of facts stated in his opinion cause immi- 
nent peril to life or property in which case 
proceedings shall not be started otherwise 
than by a restraining order which may be 
granted by the Board of Appeals or by 
the Circuit Court on application on notice 
to the Building Commissioner from whom 
the appeal is taken and on due cause 
shown. 


The Board shall fix a reasonable time for 
the hearing of the appeal, give due notice 
thereof to the parties in interest, and de- 
cide the same within a reasonable time. 
Upon the hearing, any party may appear 
in person or by agent or by attorney. 


Jurisdiction 


The Board of Appeals may, in specific 
cases, after public notice and hearing, and 
subject to appropriate conditions and safe- 
guards, determine and vary the applica- 
tion of the use, height and area district 
regulations herein established in harmony 
with their general purposes and intent as 
follows: 


The Board shall have the following powers 
and it shall be its duty: 


(1) To hear and decide appeals where it 
is alleged there is error in any order, re- 
quirement, decision or determination made 
by the building commissioner in the en- 
forcement of this ordinance. 


(2) To permit the extension of a district 
where the boundary line of a district divides 
a lot held in a single ownership at the time 
of the passage of this ordinance. 


(3) To interpret the provisions of this 
ordinance in such a way as to carry out the 
intent and purpose of the plan, as shown 
upon the map fixing the several districts 
accompanying and made a part of this 
ordinance where the street layout actually 
on the ground varies from the street lay- 
out as shown on the map aforesaid, 
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‘ 


(4) To permit the erection and use of a 
building or the use of premises for public 
utility purposes. 


(5) To permit the reconstruction of a 
non-conforming building which has been 
damaged .by explosion, fire, Act of God, 
or public enemy, to the extent of less than 
sixty (60) per cent of its assessed value, 
where the Board finds some compelling 
necessity requiring a continuance of the 
non-conforming use is not to continue a, 
monopoly. 


(6) To permit a variation in the yard 
requirements of any district where there 
are unusual practical difficulties or un- 
necessary hardships in the carrying out of 
these provisions due to an irregular shape 
of the lot, topographical or other conditions, 
provided such variation will not seriously 
affect any adjoining property or the gen- 
eral welfare. 


(7) To authorize upon appeal, whenever 
a property owner can show that a strict 
application of the terms of this ordinance 
relating to the use, construction or altera- 
tion of buildings or structures or the use 
of land will impose upon him unusual prac- 
tical difficulties or particular hardship, such 
variations of the strict application of the 
terms of this ordinance as are in harmony 
with its general purpose and intent but 
only when the Board is satisfied that a 
granting of such variation will not merely 
serve as a conveyance to the applicant, but 
will‘ alleviate some demonstrable and un- 
usual hardship or difficulty so great as to 
warrant a variation from the comprehen- 
sive plan as established by this ordinance, 
and at the same time the surrounding. prop- 
erty will be properly protected. 


In exercising the above mentioned powers 
the Board.may, in conformity with the pro- 
visions of the law, reverse.or affirm, wholly 
or partly, or may modify the order, require- 
ment, decision or determination appealed 
from and may make such order, require- 
ment, decision or determination as ought 
to be made, and to that end shall have all 
the powers of the Building Commissioner. 
Every variation granted or denied by the 
Board shall be accompanied by a written 
finding of fact, based on testimony and 
evidence and specifying the reason for 
granting or denying the variation. 


The concurring vote of four (4) members 
of the Board shall be necessary to reverse 
any order, requirement, decision or deter- 
mination of the Building Commissioner, or 
to decide in favor of the applicant on any 
matter upon which it is required to pass 
under this ordinance, or to effect any varia- 
tion in this ordinance. 


Any person, or persons, jointly or sever- 
ally aggrieved by any decision of the Board, 
or any officer, department, board or bureau 
of the City of Lansing, may present to 
the Circuit Court a petition, duly verified, 
setting forth that such decision is illegal 
in whole or in part, specifying the grounds 
of the illegality. Such petition must be 
presented to the court within thirty (30) 
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days: after the filing of the decision in the 
office of the Board.

The service charge for 
the balance of any fiscal year after No- 
vember 1, shall be but TWO dollars and 
fifty cents ($2.50) per can and for the bal- 
ance of any fiscal year after March 1, it 
shall be ONE DOLLAR AND SEVENTY- 
FIVE CENTS ($1.75) per can.

WHY PARALLEL PARKING? 


In making this recommendation, the 
Traffic Commission is motivated solely by 
the desire to eliminate the No. 1 cause of 
congestion on the principal streets of 
Lansing. 


If allowed to continue this congestion 
will lead to decentralization of business— 
a trend that is growing—with a loss to 
downtown businesses and a decline in the 
value of downtown property values. 


OBJECTIONS TO CHANGE 


It might be proper to point out here 
that we Americans do not like to change 
our habits. We travel to and from our 
homes over the same route day after day 
and if that route is blocked for some rea- 
son or other we are angry and confused. 
If our favorite left turn is eliminated we 
resent it—although in some other location 
we will wonder why left turns are per- 
mitted. We rant and rave at the motorist 
who delays traffic waiting for an angle 
parking place but if we want a parking 


place we put the chip on our shoulder and 
defy anyone to blow us out of the way or 
tell us to move on. 


MERCHANT OBJECTIONS 


One of the most strenuous objectors to 
traffic changes is the merchant. He is 
happy with angle parking so long as it 
does not affect his movement in the streets. 
He believes that it is good for his business. 
He does not seem to realize that conges- 
tion in the street costs him money because 
it mosts his potential customer more money 
and time to operate his motor vehicle. He 
seems to fail to realize that with an in- 
creased volume of vehicles past his store 
with less congestion and freer movement 
his business volume will likewise be larger. 
He assumes, without substantiating facts, 
that parallel parking will reduce his vol- 
ume of business or put him out of business. 
That is a falacious assumption based on 
false rumors. How does he know this 
when parallel parking has not been given 
a chance to prove its advantages It is 
safe to say that in 99 cases out of 100 
after a proposed traffic change has been 
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in effect for a reasonable length of time 
the majority of the merchants would not 
think of having it “like it used to obe”’— 
yet, before the change is made, they go 
to any length to block it. This change, 
gentlemen, is for the good of everyone— 
alae motorist, pedestrian and the 
ity. 


WHAT PARALLEL PARKING 
WILL DO? 


PARALLEL PARKING will: 


1. Provide NEEDED RELIEF to down- 
town congestion ; 


2. Provide ONE ADDITIONAL LANE in 
each direction assuring TWO (2) FREE 
LANES for moving traffic and one (1) 
lane for parking and unparking and 
right turns against present one (1) 
free lane for moving traffic and one 
(1) lane for parking and unparking ; 


8. Increase street capacity for moving 
vehicles one hundred percent (100%) 
without any high cost physical changes 
in the street—surely an excellent way 
to widen a street; 


4. Reduce property damage accidents at 
least fifty percent (50%) by taking 
the “blind spot’ out of unparking 
and reduce accidents caused by chang- 
ing of lanes to get around double 
parked vehicles; 


5. Move MORE vehicles FASTER; 


6. Perhaps permit a change in signaliza- 
tion to eliminate most stopping and 
starting ; 


7. Permit trucks to double park when 
curb space not available and not inter- 
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fere with two (2) moving lanes—-no 
more truck rear ends jutting out from 
angle parking or double parked be- 
hind angle parked cars and reducing 
street space to one (1) lane for moving 
traffic ; 


8. Cause a little more difficulty in park- 
ing —but it will be EASIER and 
SAFER to unpark. Theoretically you 
cannot get a drivers license unless you 
ean park paralle) ; 


9. Eliminate half of the parking spaces; 


10. Increase the parking meter area. 
(Note: Shiawassee Street from Capi- 
tol] Avenue to Shiawassee Bridge was 
an unmetered 1-hour parking area. 
It was always parked solid all day 
long. Recent parking meter installa- 
tion with legal limit 1-hour has tem- 
porarily left this street looking de- 
serted.} 


11. Cause people to walk a little farther— 
more walking should be done or some 
day we'll forget how. 


Surely the BENEFITS far outweigh the 
OBJECTIONS ! 


WHAT PARKING METER TIME LIMIT 
AND RATES? 


The Traffic Commission was presented 
with five (5) plans relating to parking 
meter time limits and rates for parallel 
parking. On Friday, October 5, 1951, it 
moved, supported and carried a resolution 
to adopt Plan No. 2 with a slight amend- 
ment. 


Plan No. 2 proposes as follows in regard 
to parking meter time limits and rates for 
parallel parking:

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WHY THESE PARTICULAR LIMITS 
AND RATES? 


First, the theory is “the closer to the 
heart the higher the cost.” We will all 
agree that the area on Washington Ave- 
nue between Ionia and Kalamazoo and on 
Michigan Avenue between Capitol and 
Grand is the “PREMIUM” parking area, 
and that the demand for parking in this 
area is heavy. If we agree on this, then 
we should also agree that anything 
“premium” should cost more, hence 60 
minutes for 2 nickels or 30 minutes for 
1 nickel. Let it be said emphatically here 
and now that the only reason this rate is 
higher is to try to increase the turnover of 
vehicles per hour to compensate for loss 
of space and not for additional revenue. 


Second, if you were in business down- 
town and could get two cars per hour in 
front of your store in place of one for an 
additional 5¢ what would you take? This 
is assuming, of course, that everybody who 
parks in front of your store goes into your 
store which is not the case. However, the 
above illustrates the point of ‘2 for 1.” 


Third, as you go out farther from the 
central business district the limit increases 
and the rate decreases. 





WHAT TO DO WITH ALL THE CARS? 


This is the crux. of the problem. The 
primary purpose of the streets is to move 
vehicles—NOT to store them. Lansing has 
a large number of vehicles to move—it has 
two beautiful wide streets to move them 
on but unfortunately they are cluttered 
up with angle parked cars and “creepers,” 
crawlers,” and plain “double parkers” 
waiting for someone to push his rear end 
out into the street and vacate. 


Parking is a PRIVILEGE, NOT A 
RIGHT. We are not abolishing this privi- 
lege—we are proposing a sensible change 
in it. We are trying to do the impossible— 
keep everybody happy and move traffic. 
If we can move traffic, we can keep the 
majority happy. 


The City provides metered off-street 
parking lots which allow all day parkinz 
if desired. While the following is strictly 
the thinking of the Traffic Engineer, it is 
inserted here for reaction purposes and 
has never been presented to the Traffic 
Commission. For an example take Ar- 
baugh’s—they have a parking lot in back 
of their store. What if they used this lot 
for employee parking only? How about 
their customers? Let them fend for them- 
selves? Or take Sear’s—they allow their 
employees to park on their lot so long as 
it does not interfere with customer park- 
ing. In other words the City sets up 
Lots 1, 2 & 3 for all day parking with no 
provision actually for shopper parking. 
Perhaps sections of these lots should be 
reserved for shopper parking with two- 
hour time limits. 


The City will shortly change the parking 


—letsst 
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lots from 24-hour metered to 18-hour 
metered with FREE PARKING from 6 PM 
to 12 midnight. This will provide addi- 
tional free parking space in the evening. 


The City will shortly provide metered 
parking space at street,rates for about 25 
ears at the foot of Allegan Street. 


The City will shortly provide for FREE 
parking on the east side of River Street 
for a sizeable number of vehicles. 


The City has just installed 250 addi- 
tional parking meters on Shiawassee Street, 
N. & S. Grand Avenue, Capitol Avenue and 
Kalamazoo Street which should provide at 
least 2,000 additional one hour parking 
spaces per day. 


There are available on East Michigan 
Avenue in critical blocks, off-street park- 
ing areas that can be provided by the City. 


Parking meters on East Michigan Avenue 
from Cedar to Jones will drive a lot of 
chiselers off the street who now pay no 
attention to present 1-hour regulations 
(remember example of Shiawassee Street 
above) except when a 3-wheeler pilot marks 
tires—a none too satisfactory arrange- 
ment, 


Privately owned and operated parking 
ilt-provide-a— e-number of - 
ing spaces. 


You can see from the above that the 
situation is brighter than it appears on 
the surface. 


SUMMARY 


We believe that this change will benefit 
all concerned and that there will be a 
marked improvement in downtown traffic 
conditions. This is a major step in reliev- 
ing congestion in Lansing.

P.S.—This has been my first experience 
with angle parking and heavy snow. It has 
given me another argument against angle 
parking. 


It was noted that a few persons. did 
park parallel on E. Michigan and Wasb- 
ington and under the conditions left by 
the snow it gave an excellent example of 
an additional advantage of parallel parking. 


Parking up to the curb was impossible 
and when cars were angle parked they 
left only one lane for moving traffic in 
each direction. Naturally, when they parked 
or unparked they stopped this one moving 
lane adding to delay and congestion. Where 
the cars were parked parallel in the angle 
parking areas they left two lanes for 
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moving traffic in each direction and when 
parking or unparking they blocked only 
one lane and left the other lane free. 


Paralle] parking at a time like this 
would aid plowing and snow removal, 
would provide morg free street space for 
moving vehicles, and, last but not least, 
would give EMERGENCY vehicles more 
room to maneuver through the streets. 


My impression was that a few people 
would insist on parking at an angle re- 
gardless of whether they interfered with 
moving traffic or not. They seem to think 
parking is a God-given right.

Gentlemen : 


You referred to me the letter of Walter 
H. Lewis, dated November 26, 1951, where- 
in Mr, Lewis recited that E. J. Noyce, 
formerly superintendent of construction of 
sewers for the Public Service Department 
of the City and now on the retired list, has 
been the low bidder for construction of 
sewers in Midtown Subdivision, and wheth- 
er, in view of Mr. Noyce’s former employ- 
ment by the City and his present recipi- 
ence of retirement pay from the City 
renders him ineligible to contract with the 
City for the construction of sewers. 


An examination of the minutes of the 
Retirement System, under date of Novem- 
ber 9, 1950, shows an application for re- 
tirement had been received from Mr. Noyce; 
that it was moved and supported the appli- 
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eation be approved, and that he be placed 
on the retired list as of January 1, 1951, 
which motion was carried. 


Earlier minutes of the Trustees showed 
that Mr. Noyce had had annual extensions, 
after he reached the age of 66, and having 
attained the age of 70 it became manda- 
tory that he retire from City service. These 
extensions were provided for in Article VI, 
Section (b) of Part A, and the minutes dis- 
closed that Mr. Noyce has, since January 
1, 1951, received $52.99 a month under the 
Pension System. 


The Charter provides in Section 53, 
“* * * No member of the city council nor 
any person holding any elective or appoint- 
ive offce under the city government shall 
be interested in any contract with the city, 
** *. Any * * * officer violating the pro- 
visions of this section shall, upon convic- 
tion thereof, be fined, ete. The conviction 
of any alderman, or official under this sec- 
tion shall operate in itself to forfeit his 
office.” It. thus appears that the determina- 
tive question is whether Mr. Noyce is at 
this time or ever was a person holding any 
elective or appointive office. 


Upon examination of the many cases 
in the various jurisdictions it appears that 
little can be gained for they so frequently 
turn upon the question of the particular 
duties performed by the “officer’’ which 
makes the peculiar facts in his case dis- 
tinguishable from most others. Many of 
such cases could be cited where persons 
holding offices similar to the one held by 
Mr. Noyce were held to be employees. You 
will note that employees are not mentioned 
in the charter. Whether one is the holder 
of a public office is defined in Meechem on 
public offices and officers, paragraphs 1 
and 2 as follows: 


“A public office is the right, authority 
and duty, created and conferred by law, 
by which for a given period, either 
fixed by law or enduring at the pleas- 
ure of the creating power, an individual 
is invested with some portion of the 
sovereign functions of the govern- 
ment, to be exercised by him for the 
benefit of the public. The individual 
so invested is a public officer.” 


““‘We apprehend that the term 
“office’,’ said the judges of the Su- 
preme court of Maine, ‘implies a dele- 
gation of a portion of the sovereign 
power to, and the possession of it by, 
the person filling the office; and the 
exercise of such power within legal 
limits constitutes the correct discharge 
of the duties of such office. The power 
thus delegated and possessed may be 
a portion belonging sometimes to one 
of the three great departments and 
sometimes to another, still it is a legal 
power which may be rightfully exer- 
cised, and in its effects it will bind the 
rights of others, and be subject to re- 
vision and correction only according to 
the standing laws of the State’.” 


The above is quoted from a criminal 
ease entitled, People v. Freedland, 308 
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Mich. page 455 wherein prosecution had 
been instituted against one ‘described as, 
“An Accounts Examiner of the Michigan 
State Sales Tax Division” who was charged 
with accepting a bribe so as to make a 
false audit of the books of a tax payer. 
The Court said at page 456: 


“The cases indicate that duties of a 
public officer must be more than those 
of a mere agent or servant. He must 
be endowed by law with power and 
authority to use his own discretion. 
Freedland could not exercise indepen- 
dent discretion ; his duties were largely 
that of a bookkeeper and consisted of 
checking over the books of retailers to 
ascertain whether they had paid a cor- 
rect tax or not. The work was mainly 
clerical and could have been performed 
in the office of the State board of tax 
administration had the retailer brought 
his books and records there. * * * Any 
power he did exercise was performed 
as an employee of the board of tax 
administration and radiated directly 
from the board and not from any stat- 
ute or enabling act.” 


The Court quoted with approval from 
State, etc., v. Hawkins 79, Mont. 506, 
wherein the rule was accurately stated 
and the Court said: 


“After an exhaustive examination of 
the authorities, we hold that five ele- 
ments are indispensable in any position 
of public employment, in order to make 
it a public office of a civil nature: 


(1) It must be created by the Con- 
stitution or by the legislature or creat- 
ed by a municipality or other body 
through authority conferred by the 
legislature ; 


(2) It must possess a delegation of a 
portion of the sovereign power of gov- 
ernment, to be exercised for the benefit 
of the public; 


(8) The powers conferred, and the 
duties to be discharged, must be defined, 
directly or impliedly, by the legislature 
or through legislative authority ; 


(4) The duties must be performed 
independently and without control of 
a superior power other than the law, 
unless they be those of an inferior or 
subordinate office, created or author- 
ized by the legislature, and by it placed 
under the general control of a superior 
officer or body ; j 


(5) It must have some permanency 
and continuity, and not be only tem- 
porary or occasional.” 


And further from an early Michigan case, 
People, ete., v. Langdon, 40 Mich. 673: 


“The officer is distinguished from the 
employee in the greater importance, 
dignity and independence of his posi- 
tion ; in being required to take an offi- 
cial oath, and perhaps to give an offi- 
eial bond.” 


The Court further said: 


“These factors, while not controlling, 
are of assistance in doubtful cases. 
Applying the rules thus stated to the 
instant case, we are impressed with 
the fact that defendant neither had 
the dignity nor the discretion usually 
vested in one holding a public office.” 


Mr. Noyce while employed by the City 
was in the Public Service Department, 
covered by the Charter in Section 112 
wherein it is provided: 


“There is hereby created a Depart- 
ment of Public Service consisting of 
a Director who shall be the City Engi- 
neer, an Assistant Director and as 
many engineers, superintendents, super- 
visors and assistants as the Council 
may from time to time deem necessary 
to carry into effect the duties of this 
department.” 


Such section also provides, that the 
Mayor with the consent of the Council shall 
appoint the Director and City Engineer, 
and the Assistant Director, and that they 
shal] serve until further appointments are 
made, in compliance with Section 99 of the 
Charter. 


At no place can it be found that the 
power of appointment of mere employees 
of the department is reserved to the Mayor 
or the Council but provision for the salaries 
is reserved to the Council. 


I am, therefore, of the opinion that if 
Mr. Noyce ever was a “person holding an 
appointive office’ under the City govern- 
ment, and I do not believe he was, his term 
of office has long since expired and that 
he is not in any way disqualified from con- 
tracting with the City because of his for- 
mer employment or by the fact that he is 
a recipient of benefits under the retirement 
system.

Sections 16, 18, 33 (a), 33 (b), 33 (c), 35, 37, 39, 48 (a), and 48 (b) of an ordinance 
entitled, “An ordinance regulating traffic upon the public streets of the City of Lansing and 
repealing Ordinance No. 167 and all other ordinances and sections of ordinances in conflict 
herewith,” are hereby amended and new sections to stand as Sections 32 (c), 88% and 40 are 
hereby added to read as follows: 


LEFT TURN PROHIBITED 


Section 16. The driver of a vehicle shall not make a left turn at the following inter- 
sections : 


MICHIGAN AVENUE AND PENNSYLVANIA AVENUE 
Washington Avenue at Ottawa Street. 

Washington Avenue at Michigan Avenue. 

Washington Avenue at Allegan Street. 

Washington Avenue at Washtenaw Street. 


WASHINGTON AVENUE AT MAIN STREET—EXCEPT WEST ON MAIN STREET TO 
SOUTH ON WASHINGTON AVENUE. 


Signs shall be erected and maintained designating the provisions of this ordinance. 


PEDESTRIANS’ RIGHTS AND DUTIES 


Section 18. Pedestrians shall not cross any street except at crosswalks within the district 
bounded by the west line of Capitol Avenue, north line of Shiawassee Street, east line of 
Grand Avenue and the south line of Kalamazoo Street, or on East Michigan Avenue between 
the east line of Grand Avenue and Cedar Street, OR ON SOUTH WASHINGTON AVENUE 
BETWEEN THE NORTH LINE OF ELM STREET AND THE NORTH SIDE OF THE 
G.T.W. R.R. TRACKS. 


Pedestrians facing a green or “go” signal may proceed across the highway within any 
marked or unmarked crosswalk. 


Pedestrians facing a yellow or ‘“‘caution” signal are thereby advised that there is insuffi- 
cient time to cross the highway and any pedestrian starting to cross shall yield the right-of- 
way to all vehicles. 


A pedestrian facing a red or “stop” signal or a red with green arrow signal shall not 
enter the highway unless he can do so safely and without interfering with other traffic. 


A pedestrian starting across in any crosswalk in the City of Lansing on a green or “‘go”’ 
signal sign, traffic control device or signal of a police officer, shall have the right-of-way over 
all vehicles, including those making turns, until such pedestrian has reached the opposite 
curb. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any vehicle to fail to yield the right-of-way to 
any pedestrian who is crossing a street as herein permitted. 


PARKING PROHIBITED IN CERTAIN PLACES 


SECTION 32 (c). WITHIN THE FOLLOWING AREAS OF THE PUBLIC STREETS 
IN THE CITY OF LANSING IT SHALL BE UNLAWFUL TO STAND, OR PARK A

It shall not be necessary for a driver of a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic contro] signal indicates that he may proceed. 
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The Traffic Commission is hereby authorized and required to place and maintain or cause 
to be placed and maintained on each and every street intersecting a stop street designated 
above, and at or near the property line of the stop street, appropriate signs upon the 
streets, and in addition thereto may place and maintain any appropriate device or marks 
in the roadway, such signs, devises or marks to bear the word “Stop” and such signs to 
be located in such position, and to be provided with letters of a size to be clearly legible 
from a distance of at least one hundred feet along the street intersecting the stop street,

The dumping of large quantities of snow 
at the Michigan Avenue Bridge creates a 
hazard that could easily result in the shut- 
ting down of the Ottawa Street power 
plant which, in turn, would lead to a 
shutting off of a major part of the City’s 
supply of electricity furnished to Lansing 
homes and industry. 


Slush, ice and snow are washed into 
the river water inlet screens and could 
shut off necessary condensing water to keep 
the plant running. We have already had 
considerable trouble from this source and 
are fearful that with continued dumping 
of snow upstream from the power plant, 
we will have a complete shutdown.
